TALK OF THE DAY IN LONDON. 
A SWINDLED AMERICAN’S SUIT—THREAT- 
ENING BARON ROTHSCHILD. 

LONDON, Jan. 25.—The case of Charles 
Deakin, an American, of Susquehanna, Penn., 
against George Franklin Anderson, who de- 
scribes himself as an American solicitor, of De- 
troit, Mich., for swindling the former out of 
sums of money amounting to $20,000 for alleged 
expenses while prosecuting a pretended attempt 
to recover for the plaintiff large English estates 
which he had been led to believe belonged to 


him by inheritance, was up for examination to- 
day. Mr. Deakin testified to the facts of the 
swindle, as already published, and Anderson 
was remanded for a week without bail. The 
Government will prosecute the case. 

Isaac Jacob Maureberger, a respectable-look- 
ing German, has been committed for trial in this 
city for writing letters to Baron de Rothschild 
threatening to murder him. Examination 
showed that the prisoner was insane, and he was 
detained as a lunatic. 

Three thousand miners at Airdrie, Scotland, 
have struck for an advance of a shilling per day. 
The strike has occasioned excitement among the 
colliers throughout Scotland. 

The voting of the Northumberland miners on 
the question of the adoption of the advice of the 
Council of Delegates, given on the 19th inst., 
to resist the proposed reduction of 121. per cent. 
in their wages, has resulted in favor of striking. 

The fire last night in the premises of the Lorri- 
fied Grain Company, on Bonaccord Wharf, 
Wapping, destroyed three floors and the roof. 
The wharves in the vicinity were damaged.

SUAKIN, Jan. 25.—It is reported that a 
amall force of Abyssinians has attacked Masso- 
wah and been repulsed with a loss of 200 killed.

Sir P. A. Jen- 
nings, Premier of the colony prior to the dissolu- 
tion, declared that the Ministry were deadly ene- 
mies to the protection policy. The campaign 
issue will be free trade, retrenchment, larger 
land revenues, and property taxesif necessary. 


MADRID, Jan. 25.—It is the general opin- 
ion here that there is no prospect of the negotia- 
tions for a commercial treaty between Spain and 
the United States being successful. The Spanish 
authorities are distrustful of the intentions of 
the American Government in the matter. 

The first meeting of the vy Neg Repub- 
lican Assembly was held to-day. There were 112 
delegates present. The proceedings were of a 
stormy character. 

In the Cuban debate in the Senate to-day Sefior 
Balaguer, Minister of the Colonies, said that

SIX VOTES SHORT. 

CHARLESTON, West Va., Jan. 25.—A bal- 
lot for Senator was taken in each house of the 
Legislature this morning, and the result gives 
Senator Camden 40 votes to 50 for ‘all others. 
Camden’s strength is three more than his: caucus 
vote, the accessions being two Democrats and 
one Republican—Cook, of Wyoming County. 


The Republican strength was divided between 
Goff, who got 11 votes; Flick, who scored the 
same number; Judge McLean, 8 votes, and Judge 
Brown, 4 votes. The Democratic kickers, 11 
strong, scattered their votes very widely, Bur- 
dette getting more than any of the others. The 
Camden men are thus 6 votes short of an elec- 
tion, but the Democratic opponents to him say 
hé will never ‘get one of their number, and that 
if he is elected it willbe by Republican votes—a 
ConteReecy which is veryimprobable. On the 
contrary, the Republicans and those Democrats 
who are hostile to Camden suy that that gentle- 
map has now reached the utmost limit of* his 
strength, and that henceforth there will be no 
possible chance for him to gain recruits. 

The scene in the Legislature during the bal- 
lot was one never before approached in this 
State. The excitement of not only the politicians 
of the two parties, but of the general public as 
well, was intense, and the Capitol building was 
crowded to suffocation by men, women, and 
children. To-night the excitement is at fever 
heat, and the scenes of to-day willbe repeated 
to-morrow, when the first joint session of the 
two houses will be held.

SUICIDE OF A WEALTHY MAN. 

BuPrFALo, N. Y., Jan. 25.—Harry H. Koch 
committed suicide in his elegant Delaware- 
avenue residence this afternoon by hanging him- 
self by a clothes line from a rafter in the garret. 
He was one of the most genial, good-natured, 
yet withal shrewd, honest, and upright men 
who ever held a prominent place in the affairs of 
this city. He was a wealthy shoe dealer and 


manufacturer, and in 1886 retired from the office 
of Sheriff. His business affairs were prosperous, 
and it is thought overwork unbalanced his 
mind and that his suicide was committed 
during ai period of. melancholia. This 
morning he left his house, with his wife and 
brother-in-law, to comedown town. His brother- 
in-law stopped at his own place of business, his 
wife at a dry goods store, and that was the last 
they saw of him alive. He went to a doctor’s of- 
fice, but not finding the physician in, apparently 
went home, and about 2 o’clock hanged himsel?. 
For the past three days his brother-in-law had 
followed him around town almost constantly, as 
his family had seen that his mind was somewhat 
off its balance, and that he was troubled with de- 
lusions. But no fear of suicide ever entered 
their heads. He was widely known and highly

ACQUITTED OF MURDER. 

NEWBURG,N. Y., Jan, 25.—Martin Kelly and 
John Hayes, twomembers of the notorious bridge 
gang of bandits of this city, have been on trial here 
for twodays charged with the murder of a man 
named Izaac White, who was clubbed todeath in the 
First Ward on Sunday, July 4, of last year. To-day 
the jury acquitted both men, after being out about 
10 minutes, on the ground that there was no direct 
evidence against the prisoners, Kelly’s release 
was not opposed by the District Attorney. Hayes 
was held as being one of the murderers of James 
Russell, who was also foully dealt with last Summer 
by the bridge gang.

RETALIATION UPON CANADA 


WHAT IS SAID IN ENGLAND 
AND THE DOMINION. 

THE LONDON PRESS BELITTLES THE 
WAR TALK IN THE SENATE—CANA- 
DIAN OFFICIALS SURPRISED. 

LONDON, Jan. 26.—The Post this morn- 
ing, inan article on the passage in the United 

States Senate Monday of the Fisheries Retalia- 

tion bill, says: “‘We are sure that,Mr. Ingalls’s 

outspoken bitterness against England does not 
represent the feeling of either the American 

Senate or people. On the other hand it would 


be foolish to shut our eyes to the importance of 
the question involved.” 


The Chronicle thinks the fact that Mr. Ingalls’s 
splenetic outburst neither surprised nor shocked 
the more respectable Senators is a far more 
serious matter than the dispute itself, and hopes 
that the Washington authorities wiil early dis- 
claim any community of feeling with Mr. Ingalls. 

The Daily News says: ‘To-day’s telegrams 
from New-York, Montreal, and Ottawa are of a 
very reassuring character. Nobody there re- 


garded the violent speeches of Senators Ingalls, 
Hale, and Frye seriously. Even the digni- 
fied American Senators are not above play- 
ing to the gallery. It is much to be hoped that 
no steps will be taken to exasperate the quarrel, 
and that the good sense of Canada will insist 
upon a poiicy of peace.” 

Mr. Gourley, member of Parliament for Sun- 
derland, will at the coming session move in the 
House of Commons to appoint a select commit- 
tee to inquire into the fisheries conventions be- 
tween Great Britian and the United States to as- 
— how far they may be amended or abol- 
ished. 

The Standard says: ‘President Cleveland will 
probably have the good sense to veto the meas- 
ure, or agree to it merely in form as a prelude to 
amicable negotiations. We protest against 
the idea of either England or Cana- 
da being coerced into yielding a jot 
or tittle of their rights by such 
empty threats. We have none of the ulterior 
motives assigned by Messrs. Ingalls, Frye, and 
Hoar, but Americans, by demanding such terms 
as those indicated, ask more than justice. The 
dispute, however, ought not to be beyond the 
power of diplomacy.” 


Ottawa, Jan. 25.—Surprise ‘was created 
in official circles at the action of the United 
States Senate in passing a retaliatory measure 
in regard to the fishery dispute. The Hon. 
Thomas White, Minister of the Interior, said the 
American Government was assuming this posi- 
tion for the purpose of strengthening their nego- 
tiations for atreaty. When the question came 
up for discussion there could be no doubt it 
would be treated amicably, as. the Canadian 
Government was anxious to establish free and 
57a atone trade relations with the United 

tates. . 

The Hon. Mr. Foster, Minister of Fisheries, said: 
“TT have cog A this to say, that if it appear to 
the Senate best that such a course should be 
adopted in the interests of the United States, it 
has a perfect right to actasit hasdone. Cana- 
da has simply stood to her rights as defined in 
the treaty of 1818, and as secured by imperial 
and colonial legislation, founded upon that 
treaty. She has enforced these rights in 
accordance with the spirit of the treaty, 
with courtesy, without undue annoyance, 
and in doing so has protected the important in- 
terests of her people. It remains to be seen 
whether such legislation will be put into effect. 
The measure will cut both ways, and nothing but 
actual experiment will show upon whom the 
greatest portion of the burden will fall.” 

James Johnson, Commissioner of Customs, 
held that the enforcement of sucha measure 
would practically stop the whole transit trade 
between Canada and the United States. The 
injury to the latter, however, would be tenfold 
that of Canada, and he did not think it hkely the 
President would put it in force. 


GLOUCESTER, Jan. 25.—There was great 
jubilation here last night over the passage of the 
Retaliation Fisheries bill by the Senate. A large 
crowd assembled in the vicinity of the Custom 
House and Post Office, blocking the street and 
awakening echos with frequent cheers and other 
manifestations of enthusiasm. The general 
opinion is that the bill is what fishermen and 
vessel owners here desire. They do not want to 
be on unfriendly terms with the Canadians, but 
do want accordance of commercial rights and 
privileges. 


PASTOR BOOTH RESIGNS. 


THE RESULT OF THE. CHARGES BY GEN. 
WILLIAM SOOY SMITH. 

BUFFALO, Jan. 25.—The scandal raised 
over the recent public encounter on a train be- 
tween the Rev. Oliver J. Booth, of this city, Rec- 
tor of the fashionable parish of the Church of the 
Ascension, and Gen. William Sooy Smith, has 
culminated in the former’s resignation. Yester- 


day he addressed this letter to the Vestry of his 
church: 


GENTLEMEN: I beg to hand you herewith my res- 
ignation of the incumbency of the parish of the 
Church of the Ascension. Although I consider that 
I have fully established my innocence with regard 
to the recent charges made against me, I at the same 
time feel that my usefulness in, the parish may be 
impaired. I tender this resignation wholly with re- 
gard to the interests of the parish. I thank you 
most heartily for your many and great kindnesses to 
myself and family, andI pray that God's blessing 
may rest upon you one and all as my dear friends 
and upon the parish you represent. 

The Vestry met last night and unanimously ac- 
cepted the resignation, passing, however, a res- 
olution formally expressing regret at the disso- 
lution of the relations of Pastor and people, and 
extending best wishes for his health, happiness, 
and prosperity. Mrs. Booth was becoming quite 
a leader in society here, and undoubtedly there 
are many who will regret this action, which will 
probably resuit in her removal from this city. A 
member of the Vestry of the Church of the As- 
cension is quoted as saying: 

“Did Mr. Booth resign? Hardly. It was a 
clear case of ‘bounce.’ Mr. Booth was given 
numerous opportunities of explaining the Gen. 
Smith affair, but he contented himself with 
merely denying it. We could getno explanation 
out of him, and finally concluded that we did 
not want him any longer anyway. Mr. Booth 
was not adverse to drinking wine.” 

‘“* Was there any trial?’ 

‘No, we did not deem it- necessary to try Mr. 
Booth under all the circumstances.” 

*Isthere any truth in the report that Mr. 
Booth has had trouble of a similar nature with 
some one in Ascension parish ?” 


* Not that was brought to the attention of the 
Vestry.”

BRAKEMAN SCHWARTZ SURPRISED. 
CuicaGo, Jan. 25.—Henry Schwartz, the 

Rock Island brakeman, who has been in jail here 
since early in December last on the ostensible 
charge of bigamy, but really on the charge of 
having murdered Express Messenger Kellogg 
Nichols and robbed his car on the Reck Island 
Road last March, was to-day admitted to bail on 
the charge of bigamy. When his lawyers, with 
the order of release, reached the jail they met 
with a curieus sort of setae in getting their man 
out. By and by the jail door was opened 
and Schwartz and his lawyers started 
across the yard for the entrance. But 
they were stopped by a Deputy Sheriff, who 
served on Schwartz capiases for the murder and 
robbery of Nichols. While Schwartz has been 
detained in jail onthe relatively trivial charge 
of bigamy, the evidence connecting him with 
the Rock Island crime was placed before a Grand 
Jury in Grundy County, where the crime was 
committed, and he was indicted. The matter 
was kept very quiet, and neither Schwartz nor 
his friends knew anything of the indictment 
until he was rearrested to-day. Twenty min- 
utes after Schwartz’s arrest he was on his way 
to Morris, near which town Messenger Nichols 
was killed.

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TENNESSEE'S SENATOR-ELECT. 


EX-GOV. BATE CHOSEN BY THE JOINT 


CONVENTION. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 25.—The Senate 
and House met in joint convention at noon and 
elected ex-Gov. William B. Bate United States 
Senator, to serve six years. Mr. Golliday placed 
Mr. Bate in nomination. Mr. Harris nominated 
the Hon. A. M. Hughes, Republican and ex- 
Chairman of the State Republican Executive 
Committee, predicting at the same time that 
Blaine would be elected President and Hughes 
Governor next year. The ballot resulted in Bate 
receiving 81 votes; Hughes, 45; the Hon. James 


D. Porter, Assistant Secretary of State, 1, and 
Col, A. 8. Colyar, editor of the Nashville Union, 
1. Bate’s vote in the Senate was 21, and in the 
House 60, Hughes getting 11 in the Senate ana 
34 in the House. Mr. Martin, independent 
Democrat, voted for Colyar, and Mr. Trimble, 
Republican, for Porter. The joint convention 
then adjourned. 

The election of Bate is a victory for the ma- 
chine element. Bate is a pronounced *‘revenue 
only” Democrat, with all the free trade tenden- 
cies that are involved in the term. He is an anti- 
Blair bill man, and his general political views 
are in accord with that Democracy which re- 
sents what are called progressive ideas. He has 
always been a party man. Asa political leader 
he has originated no Epon but has been found 
with the majority of his party when the sense of 
the majority seemed clearly indicated. At a time 
when leaders were in demand, and when, in the 
factional troubles of tne party, the ultimate re- 
sult of contention was a matter of doubt, Bate 
was prudently silent. His service for the 
party has been mainly in office. With. great 
personal popularity he found friends eager 
to hel im to place, and he evinced his 
appreciation of their friendship on all occasions. 
When the question of the settlement of the State 
debt was engaging public attention, and Bate 
was a candidate for Governor, he urged the re- 
adjustment of the debtin strong terms, declar-. 
ing upon one occasion that unless holders of 
Tennessee bonds accepted the figures offered 
them they could “let their blank bonds rot.” The 
remark has become history. The debt was set- 
tled at 50 cents, with 3 per cent. interest, and at 
the beginning of the present month the State 
was forced to borrow money with which to pay 
the semi-anuual interest. 

The next Legislature will elect a United States 
Senator to succeed the Hon. Isham G. Harris. 
It isan open secret that ex-Gov. Marks, who 
was last night defeated in the caucus by Bate, 
will be a candidate for the position. 


A BREEZE OVER GLADSIONE. 


THE CHICAGO UNION LEAGUE CLUB 
WILL NOT HAVE HIM. 


CuIcaGo, Jan. 25.—The Hon. William E. 
Gladstone, ex-Prime Minister of Great Britain, 
was proposed for honorary membership in the 
Chicago Union League Club to-night, and by a 
nearly unanimous vote the proposition was laid 
on the table. Mr. Gladstone’s name was verbally 
proposed by Edward F. Craigan, and at first it 
seemed asifhe would be unanimousiy elected. 
But a member raised the poitt that 
as an alien Mr. Gladstone was _ineligi- 
ble for active and therefore also ineligi- 


ble for honorary membership. Another member 
suggested that the name had not been acted on 
by the proper committee, and was not, there- 
fore, legally before the club. Somebody made a 
motion that the proposition be laid on the 
table, and it was carried with but 
few dissenting votes. There was considerable 
excitement, however, and several members de- 
manded that a record be made of the names of 
those voting against the admission of Mr. Glad- 
stone. The incident excited much comment, 
and its occurrence was generally re- 
gretted. There are about 100 English- 
men members of the club. The occa- 
sion was the annual meeting of the 
club. The reports presented showed that the 
club has 744 resident and 89 non-resident mem- 
bers. Its assets above all liabilities are $52,575. 
The officers elected for the coming year are: 
President—George W. Smith; First Vice-Presi- 
dent—Harlow N. Higinbotham; Second Vice- 
President—Albert L. Coe; Treasurer—Rollin A. 
Keyes; Secretary—Henry M. Bacon. 


TOLD AT THE OONFESSIONAL. 


TWO BOYS IMPRISONED FOR ANOTHER’S 
CRIME. 

MILWAUKER, Jan. 25.—Three years ago 
next May Mahlon McCullough and William 
Puetz, two boys connected with some of the 
leading families of Bay View, were sent to the 
State prison for three years upon conviction of 
having shot and robbed August Grothe, a street 
ear driver. To-day Father Decker, Pastor of St. 
Anthony’s Church, announces that the boys are 
innocent, and that the guilty man has made 
himself known to him through the confes- 


sional. He refuses, however, to divulge the 
name of the latter, but has asked Gov. Rusk 
to pardon Puetz and McCullough. The assault 
on Grothe was made one dark night in the sub- 
urbs of this city in true highwayman style. 
Grothe refused to surrender his change-box and 
was shot, it was supposed, fatally. At sight of 
the bleeding body Mrs. Grothe became a raving 
maniac and is now confinedinan asylum. At 
the trial the detectives testified that the boys 
confessed their part in the attack and robbery. 
Puetz and McCullough said the confession was 
forced from them, that for 10 days they were 
beaten, starved, hung up by the thumbs, and 
otherwise ill-treated, and that they confessed to 
escape starvation. Twenty witnesses testified 
to an alibi, but they were convicted. McCul- 
lough is said to be dying from consumption. 


A TERRIFIC EXPLOSION. 


ONE MAN KILLED AND FIFTEEN FREIGHT 
CARS DEMOLISHED. 

Fort Scort, Kan., Jan. 25.—About 200 
cases of giant powder exploded while in transit 
over the Missouri Pacific Railroad a half mile 
west of ;jthis city at 1 o’clock this morning. It 
was being transported in a magazine car. The 
train consisted of 23 freight cars, and 15 of them 
were completely ‘demolished, and the magazine 
car was blown to atoms. The engine was badly 
broken up, but nct blown off the track. Scott 
Hooker, a brakeman, who leaves a wife 
and child at Sedalia was instantly killed. 
A great hole was blown in the roadbed 
and the rails and ties ground to powder for sev- 
eral rods distant. The engineer, K. R. Dillon, 
and Fireman 8. Shuford, although badly fright- 
ened and stunned, were not seriously hurt. 
Conducter Elliott and the rear brakeman, who 
were in the caboose, were uninjured. The shock 
from the explosion was simply terrific. Ten 
thousand dollars worth of fine plate glass and 
window glass was broken in the _ buildings 
throughout the central and western part of the 
city. Many thoughtit an earthquake and left 
their beds and ran from their houses panic- 
stricken. The report comes here to-day that 
several window glasses were broken at Nevada, 
Mo., 25 miles distant, and also at Rich Hill. 
Houses were shaken all over this county.

ABBETT ORDERS A VOTE 


A STARTLING CHANGE IN THE 
NEW-JERSEY FIGHT. 

THE EX-GOVERNOR DRIVEN TO DESPERA- 
TION BY THE REVOLT AMONG THE 
MEMBERS OF HIS PARTY. 

TRENTON, Jan. 25.—Mr. Leon Abbett has 
concluded to hold to-morrow a joint meeting of 
his own which will vote to send him to the 
United States Senate. Several reasons have in- 
duced him to change his intentions in this re- 
spect. The action of the Republican Senators 
last night has again postponed the organization 
of the Legislature, and the rumor that there 
may be no organization of that branch of 
the Legislature this year has worried the 


ex-Governor not a little. Then it oc 
curred to him that by a bold stroke of charac- 
teristic audacity he might gain a prima facia 
title toa seatin the Senate, provided his men 
went through the form of an election, prin 
ing with the forms of law, as did the Assembly, 
inthe Turley and Walter cases. That is to say, the 
law requires that the two houses shall vote sep- 
arately for Senator on the second Tuesday after 
the organization of the Ag ao but in case 
of their failure to do so the two houses shall 
meet in join session on the day after and vote 
for Senator. 

Mr. Abbett will pretend that the second Tues- 
day after the organization means the second 
Tuesday after the day fixed by the Constitution 
for the organization of the Legislature, and he 
will claim that he and his friends have serupu- 
lously followed the letter of the law, and that if 
he gets votes enough, that he has been regularly 
elected to the Senate. Of course he knows per- 
fectly well that the United States Senate would 
not admit a man thus irregularly elected by the 
votes of a lot of members of a Legislature that 
has not been regularly organized, but while he 
knows this, there is one thing he does not know, 
and which he is anxious to find out, and that is 
just exactly how many men he can depend onto 
vote for him for Senator. This is doubtless his 
actual reason for ordering the joint meeting to- 
morrow. 

_ The Democrats held a joint caucus this morn- 
ing, but had only 35 men present out of their 
possible 41. peaker Baird, who had been 
courteously invited back into the ranks of the 
men who last week threatened him with assassi- 
nation, and who applied to him, every possible 
approbrious epithet, politely decliged to attend 
the caucus, and several others had é6xcellent rea- 
sons for their absence. The two Labor men were 
likewise elsewhere, all efforts to get them into 
the net having failed. It was decided, pursuant 
to instructions from Mr. Abbett, that the House 
shouid go through the form of voting for him to- 
day, and that an attempt should be made to nold 
a joint meeting to-morrow. 

The first part of the pro 
out this afternoon. Mr. Hudspeth moved to 
proceed with the voting for Unitea States Sen- 
ator. The Speaker declared such action entirely 
out of order, but the House overrode him 30 to 
29, Baird and the two labor men voting with 
the Republicans. After the Speaker had entered 
his protest the farce went on. The noisy Mc- 
Dermitt, of Essex, nominated a list of candi- 
dates, headed by a notorious Newark lobbyist, 
and followed by Leon Abbett, Theodore Run- 
yan, J — D. Bedle, James Smith, and James 
F, Connolly. A vote was ordered. Ex-Speaker 
Armstrong protested that the action was utterly 
illegal, and declared that nobody would or could 
make him vote on the question. The other Re- 
publicans and two Labor members followed his 
cue, and the roll call showed only 30 members 
voting—one less than a quorum, and all for 
Abbett. 

Throckmorton, Democrat, of Monmouth, was 
absent, and various surmises were indulged in 
regarding him. Asa matter of fact, he was at 
his hotel, and simply declined being a party to 
any such irregular proceedings. e does not 
believe that either house can vote for Senator 
until the second Tuesday after both houses have 
been regularly organized. When that shall have 
been done, much as he dislikes Abbett, and 
much as he would prefer to see ex-Gov. Bedle 
elected, he will submit to the dictation of his 
party caucus and vote for Abbett. i 

There was a little flurry for a moment in the 
House when Mr. Underhill (Republican) moved 
to adjourn and Kinney pemactst) voted for it, 

iving itthe requisite 30 votes. This was be- 

ore the vote was taken for Senator. It was in- 

stantly assumed that Kinney was “ kicking’ 
aaa, and Republican hopes were high. But 
Kinney had simply made a mistake, and by 
changing his vote saved the day for his party. 
Hawkins (Republican) made a. like blunder on 
another question, voting no on a motion, his 
vote, with the 30 Democratic votes, making a 
quorum, 

While the House was taking this action the 
four new Democratic Senators-elect, Baker, of 
Cumberland; Bogert, of Bergen; Edwards, of 
Hudson, and Werts, of Morris, had bean sworn 
in by Livingston, of Union, a hold-over Senator. 
They did not fr Fs to organize a minority 
Senate, as demanded by the Abbett newspapers 
last week. That they knew would be too ridicu- 
lous, But they will now claim to be duly guali- 
fied members of the Senate and entitled to vote 
in the joint meeting to-morrow. 

Mr. Abbett is not altogether satisfied with the 
day’s work, although it was the best he could do. 
Neither is Allen McDermott, the first deput 
boss, particularly cheerful. They are not at a 
hopeful of ever getting Baird, and they are not 
entirely sure of all the 30 men who to-day voted 
for Abbett in the House. Some of these men are 
certainly untrustworthy, and are not only will- 
ing but anxious to sell themselves to both par- 
ties. Three of them, who at this moment have 
an installment of Abbett’s money in their 
pockets, told an intimate Republican friend that 
they would not have voted for Abbett to-day 
if their votes would have elected him; 
that he is no nearer the United States 
Senate than he was a month ago, and 
that while they would probably continue to vote 
for him for the present, they were ready to break 
from him when the proper time comes. Abbett 
knows perfectly well that some of his men are 
ready to sell out, but they profess to him that 
they are only trying to cheat the Republicans, 
and not him. Knowing the kind of cattle he has 
to deal with. itis no wonder that he is uneasy 
over the outcome, and is all the time afraid that 
some of his men may fot away from him. To- 
night his whole aim will be to get 41 members 
of the Legislature into his joint meeting to-mor- 
row. He does not care who they are. 

There is already a noticeable scarcity of Re- 
publican members here, and when the House 
meets to-morrow it is likely that the Democrats 
will have exclusive possession. They can then 
muster only 39 members, exclusive of Baird and 
Throckmerton, Democrats, and the two Labor 
members, They’ must have 41. To this end 
they are concentrating their efforts on Throck- 
morton and the two Labor men, Carroll and 
Donohue. These men made such a_ serious 
blunder last week in voting to seat Turley that 
the Abbett men hope to beguile them into the 
— meeting to-morrow by suggesting that the 

vabor men may vote for Erastus E. Potter for 
Senator, and that re the Democrats may 
ultimately come to him. 

It is not generally understood, even by well- 
informed public men, that 21 votes may elect a 
Senator. If the Democrats can get 41 members 
into the House to-morrow on any pretext they 
can lock the doors and a majority of the quorum 
present may choose a Senater, no matter for 
whom the other 20 vote. But the general opin- 
ion to-night is that there will be no quorum to- 
morrow, and that if all the members should at- 
tend Abbett could not get more than 39 or 40 
votes. It is generally expected that Senator 
Chattle, of Monmouth, will vote for ex-Gov. 
Bedle, but nobody believes that he has staying 
powers sufficient to staud by his candidate for 
any length of time, and there is no doubt that 
he will vote for Abbett when the latter needs 
him. 

The Senate has adjourned until Friday. The 
swearing in of the four new Democratic Senators 
has not changed the relations ef the latter to the 
body of which they aspire to be members. The 
Senate is a continuous body, and under the Con- 
stitution is the judge of the election and quali- 
fications of its own members. It is not per- 
mitted Mr. Livingston or any other one member 
to pass upon these subjects, nor is it enough for 
anybody to take the eath of office and claim to 
bea member of the Senate. The Senate must 
pass upon all those questions itself, and when it 
organizes can decline to recognize the Senators 
secretly sworn in this afternoon, This it un- 
doubtedly will do. 

The Senate has postponed its organization in 
order to give the Demoorate the fullest oppor- 
tunity to right the great wrongs they have done 
in the Turley and Walter cases. The Camden 
people justly say that itis the gravest fraud on 
the rights of a free people to allow the ballot 
box to be tampered with, and they are clamorous 
that the Senate shall never condone the fraud 
by organizing, and thus perhaps allow Mr. Ab- 
bett to reap the benefit of this outrage on the 
ballot box. On the recount by the House Com- 
mittee on Elections 19 ballots in one precinct 
and 6 in another were taken out of the ballot 
box and unanimously laid aside by the commit- 
tee, because of their manifestly fraudulent 
character. These were Republican ballots, with 
a Turley paster pasted over Haines’s name 
on acrease in the ballot, showtngclearly that the 
ballots had peen taken out of the box, unfolded, 
and pasted, after being voted. Qn a careful re- 
count of 5,000 ballots in this district it was 
found that the recount differed from the original 
count by only two votes for the other three or 
four names on the ticket, while Haines’s 35 plu- 
rality had been changed into 16 minority. 

It is ne wonder that Camden demands that the 
Senate shall go to all extremes to defeat the suc- 
cess of this fraud, The people of that county 

would even sustain the Senate in not organizing 
at all this vear, believing that on the direct issue 
next Fall of Sewell against Abbett and the Cam- 
den fraud the State -would go overwhelmingly 
Republican.

would appoint Mr. Abbett United States Senator, 
and that gentleman would step into that body 
with indisputable credentials and would hold his 
seat until the end of the next session of the 
Legislature, when Mr. Sewell would be out, The 
position of the two men being reversed, the ad- 
vantage would be with Abbett, aud the Camden 
fraud could hardly be made a winning battle cry, 
when Mr. Abbett would be in the Senate and 
without owing his seat to the Camden steal. 

It is not probable, however, that the Repub- 
lican Senators will feel constrained to resort to 
any such revolutionary course as to force the 
biennial session plan on this over-legislated 
little State. Itisnotimprobable that they will 
see their way clear to organize next week, and 
though on the surface it seems highly improba- 
ble, your correspondent has reasons for saying 
that it is at least possible that two weeks 7 Sen 
to-morrow New-Jersey aye f be honored by the 
election of a Republican of unquestioned ability 
and national reputation tothe Senate of the 
United States. For that happy deliverance from 
her present unprecedented and unfortunate 
situation all good Republicans and countless 
good Democrats are devoutly praying. 

The Republican members of the Legisiature 
held a caucus this evening and decided to attend 
the joint meeting to-morrow, but to take no part 
in it by voting or debating. They will hold an- 
other caucus at 11 o’clock in the morning, when 
this programme may be changed. It is possible, 
too, that by that time there will be other changes 
in the situation that wiil place Senator Sewell 
higher than ever in the estimation of 
his party. The Democrats are wonder- 
ing why Senator Chase, of Middlesex, 
has not been here this week, and why Senator 
Chattle, of Monmouth, came to town this morn- 
ing and then went away again without attend- 
ing the caucus or conferring with any of their 
leaders. They are wondering whether Throck- 
morton will be with them to-morrow, and they 
have spotters watching two or three others of 
theirmen whom they fear to trust. It isrumored 
that some of the latter sort are already “ kick- 
ing.” They declare that they have fulfilled their 
contracts by voting for Abbett in the House to- 
day, and that new contracts must be made to 
secure their votes in the joint meeting. 

Abbett has magnificent physical and mental 
staying qualities, but in a contest such as he is 
now making itis manifest that more tangible 
resources are the ——- factors, and it is a se- 
rious question with his friends how long he can 
stand the strain. At least one other eminent 
Democrat is willing to invest from $20,000 to 
$30,000 in the Senatorship. So the distinguished 
patriots who are now sounding the depths of Mr. 
Abbett’s pockets have a reasonable ue tof 
fence nny a good thing atter Abbett s ex- 
hausted. 

The Democrats are in something of a quan- 
dary about the presiding officer of* to-morrow’s 
joint meeting. They do not like to offend Baird 
any further by depriving him of the chair, but 
at the same time they need aman who will 
use his position in their interest.

Hairax, Nova Scotia, Jan. 25.-—A terrific 
gale prevailed on the coast last night and the 
wind blew 40 miles an hour dead on shore. The 
steamers Sarnia and Borderer were off the har- 
bor and put to sea again to escape being driven 
on shore. The schooner. C. Graham, however, 
from Bermuda, had just arrived on the coast, 
and was driven ashore on Shad Bay Shoals and 
dashed to pieces. She had a crew of six men, and 
possibly some passengers. All were lost. The 
shore is strewn with débris to-day. She was 
commanded by Capt. Coleridge and owned by C. 
M. Creed and others of this city. It is believed 
there were other disasters along the coast.

A SHOCKe FOR BOSTONIANS. 


AN EFFORT TO INVADE THE SACRED 
PUBLIC GARDEN. 

Boston, Jan. 25.—The true Bostonian is 
about to receive a shock. It will come through 
his veneration for the Common and the Public 
Garden, every foot of which is sacred soil, and 
will be induced by a petition to be presented to 
the Common:Council on Thursday evening by 
the Massachusetts Horticultural Society. 
This society will ask permission to 
erect on the Public Garden a _per- 
manent structure for the use of the 
society. . The petition is brought very cunningly. 
under a section of the act of 1859, which states 
that ‘“‘no buildings shall be erected between 
Arlington and Charles streets, except such as 


are expedient for horticultural purposes.” It is 
claimed by the society that under this act it 
may legally construct a building, and its officers 
have even gone so far asto have plans made. 
They were commenced by the late H. H. Rich- 
ardson, and after his death were completed by 
his successor. 

These plans call for a building one and one- 
half stories high, 50 by 100 feet, fronting on 
Boy)lston-street. This structure is to be used for 
meetings of the society, weekly exhibitions, the 
library of 6,000 volumes, and for other business. 
In the rear are to be constructed numerous 
artistic iron arches, from which canvas can be 
stretched, forming a hugetent covering 10.000 
square feet of territory.

ADELAIDE, South Australia, Jan. 25.—The nu- 
cleus of the new comet whose tail was observed at 
Melbourne on the 20th inst. was discovered here 
on Sunday evening, in right ascension 21 hours 20 
minutes; declination, 44917’. It was moving north- 
ward, slightly to the east. 

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Jan. 25.—Director Swift, of 
the Warner Observatory, yesterday received a tele- 
gram from Prof. E. E. Barnard, Director of Vander- 
bilt University Observatory at Nashville, Tenn., 
announcing the discovery of another comet by 
him in Cygnus. At 6o’clock A. M. its position was 
right ascension 19 hours 7 minutes and 4% seconds; 
declination north, 25° 24”. Itis moving very slow- 
ly to the east. This entitles Prof. Barnard to an- 
other Warner prize. Three comets have been (dis- 


covered within five days. The southern comet is 
going to be very bright. 

PHELPS, N. Y., Jan. 25.—The position of the 
new Brooks comet to-night will be nearly 2 degrees 
above the star Kanne, in the constellation Draco. 
At 10 o'clock it will be 15 degrees directly below the 
North Star. Prof. Brooks says the comet may be 
seen with a moderate-sized telescope, and is moving 
slowly in a northeasterly direction.

MORE STORIES OF HER QUEER CON- 
DUCT—THE TESTIMONY CLOSED. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—The hearing in 
the Emmons lunacy proceedings was resumed 
to-day. Mr. A, Worth Spates, a lawyer of Balti- 
more, testified to meeting and knowing Mrs. 
Emmons in Cheyenne, Wyoming Territory, in 
1879. He said he first met her at a literary gath- 
ering where she read an original paper, notable 
for its briliancy. He met her quite frequently 
after that and had seen her since then and con- 
versed with her. He had met and seen her also 
at this ¢trial. He had not, he said, observed 


any material change in her. She was, he said, 
always regartied as a little eccentric. She would 
drive a faster horse than other people and would 
dress mere stylishly than other people. On cross- 
examination Mr. Spates said that he never knew 
her to do anything at Cheyenne that any lady 
should be ashamed of. She was regarded asa 
brilliant equestrienne, as well as a brilliant 
woman mentally. She used to ride through the 
streets attended by ten or a dozen hounds. 

Mrs. De Cormis was caled and denied that she 
éver attempted to injure Mrs. Emmons. Mrs. 
Emmons was insane, and that was the most 
charitable way to iook at her conduct. 

Miss Ellen Williams, of New-Jersey, testified 
to meeting Mrs. Emmons in 1873 at a boarding 
school in Bordentown, N. J. She was in every 
respecta lady; mild, modest, and kind, but a 
little odd at times. Witness saw Mrs. Emmons 
frequently that year and saw her again in 1875 
after her marriage to Mr. Emmons. Before that 
she did not have much money, but after the 
marriage she had more money and assumed 
manners and airs which the witness thought did 
not improve her. Witness saw Mrs. Emmons 
again ih 1879, just before she went to Europe. 
She was imperious and dictatorial, and they 
parted not very good friends. Witness last 
saw Mrs. Emmons in February last, when 
she came here at Mrs. Emmons’s request. There 
was a great change in Mrs. Emmons’s mental 
condition. She was confused as to dates and 
could not talk in a connected way. Her room 
and person were untidy, in striking contrast to 
her former habits. Befo®& Mrs. Emmons 
went to Europe Mr. Emmons suggested that 
witness accompany Mrs, Emmons to Europe, but 
she objected to witness as “too old maidish.” 
The only thing developed on cross-examination 
was that Miss Williams came to Washington to 
the trial on receipt of a request to come from 
Mr. Emmons, but did not come when previously 
asked to do so by Mrs. Emmons. 

In reply to a juryman Mr. Emmone’s counsel 
said his client’s annual income was $4,000 from 
investments and $4,000 from salary. The case 
was then adjourned until Thursday, when argu- 
ment will be made by counsel prior to the case 
being given to the jury.

The Rev. Dr. J. B. Dob- 
bins read parts of the funeral service after the 
choir h sung “Safe in the arms of 
Jesus.” Robert Harkinson, Superintendent of 
the Sunday school at Twenty-sixth and 
Thompson streets, made a long.  ad- 
dress in which he _ extolled the heroic 
boy nature that had so sacrificed itself, and paid 
@ tribute to the goodness of the lad. Just 
around the corner of the street adjoining the 
churchyard, at No. 1,510 Opal-street, the Rev. 
James [, Good, of the Heidelberg Church, corner 
of Nineteenth and Oxford streets, conducted the 
services over Howard Dewes. The body rested 
in a white velvet casket similar to the other one, 
At the head ofthe coffin a large crescent and 
star of white flowers was placed, bearing the 
word “Playmate.” This was a gift of his boy 
friends. Four of his playmates werespall bear- 
ers. After services were over the two white 
hearses proceeded side by side to the Odd Fel- 
lows’ Cemetery, where the bodies were interred 
quite near each other.

KILLED BY HIS OOMPANION. 
VIDALIA, La., Jan. 25.—A few miles above 
here on the riverin front of Zacony Plantation 
occurred on Sunday night a singular murder. 
Two men, Hite and Krips, were traveling on a 
shanty boat, selling stationery,&c., along theriver. 
Krips’s wife was also.on the boat. The story 


is told that Krips was whipping his wife, 
when she appealed to Hite for protection. Hite 
undertook to aid the woman, when Krips setupon 
him. In self-defense Hite claims that he struck 
Krips with a hammer. Finding Krips was dead Hite 
and the woman tied an iron kettle to Krips’s neck 
and threw his body into the river, Hite and the 
woman then divided the dead man’s effects—the 
woman taking the money aud Hite the boat. 
The woman said she would go to Cairo, where 
she belongs, and Hite concluded to drop on 
down the river in the boat. The woman came to 
Vidalia and told the story of her husband’s 
murder, whereupon Hite, who had reached 
Natchez, was arrested, and waiving the formal- 
ities of a requisition, was brought to V idalla and 
placed in the parish jail. The woman was also 
committed. Hite claims to bea Baltimorean, 
and says the woman has several times besought 
him to murder her husband, but he refused until 
self-defense rendered it necessary.

LONGSHOREMEN UNITING WITH 
THE OOAL ‘HANDLERS. 
MUCH WORK DONE ON THE DOCKS AND 
FURTHER INTERFERENCE PREVENTED 

BY AN INCREASED POLICE FORCE.’ 

The pronounced feature of yesterday’s 
developments in the labor trouble along the river 
front and New-Jersey coast was the growing 
probability of a tie-up by the Knights of Labor, 
which will be general and effective or not, as 
their power may turn out to be great or smalk 
The coal handlers and longshoremen are slowly 
but surely turning the two strikes into one. 
“The workingmen are thoroughly aroused,” 
said a member of the Ocean Association 
last evening, ‘and they propose to make 
the fight for principle. Our watchword 
is ‘an injury to one is the concern of all.’” There 
will, it is estimated, be no disturbance of a vio- 
lent nature, but a widespreading boycott which 
will affect about everybody in the city. There 
were no lighters working on the rivers yester- 
day, and the longshoremen have positively re- 
fused to handle coal loaded on canalboats by 
non-union men. Some of the grain elevators 
have been forced to suspend business, A thou- 
sand grain shovelers and bag sewers went out 
yesterday. If this movement gains strength 
the transatlantic steamships will not be able to 
get coal on this side of the ocean, and the for- 
eign mails may be seriously interfered with. 

As an illustration of this new phase of the 
Strike it may be mentioned that F. Alexandre & 
Sons, owners of the Havana and Mexican Mail 
line of steamships, gave notice yesterday that 
the steamer City of Puébla would not sail to- 


morrow as advertised. The company, it seems, 
had been unable to securé union coal passers 
to transfer coal from a canalboat to the 
steamer. The union men claimed that the 
coal was loaded by non-union men, and for 
that reason they would not touch it. The 
company would not engage non-union men, fear- 
ing that the crew would desert the vessel. The 
owners of the steamer say that she will sail Feb. 
3, and the City of Alexandria, announced to de- 
part on that date, will sail Feb, 10. Longshore- 
men’s Union No. 1, which which met last night 
expressed sympathy for the strikers on the old 
Dominion dock and for the coal shovelers. A 
resolution was passed pledging the strikers all 
the support in their power. 

Cheery faces were plentiful, however, in the 
offices of the coal companies yesterday. The 
officials generally considered that the situation 
had improved within the preceding 24 hours. 
Men who showed a willingness to work in spite 
of the threats of the strikers were not, they said, 
as scarce as was generally supposed, and the 
number of retailers'‘who promise to unload all 
the coal they needed encouraged the companies 
in the belief that it would be far less expensive 
to break the strike inthis city than on the Jersey 
waterfront. Stokes & Thedford, one of the 
largest retail firms in the city, ordered four 
boatloads yesterday. The member of the firm 
who gave the order said he would unload the 
coal peaceably if he were allowed, but 
to unload it he was determined. Other 
dealers followed his example, and half a dozen 
who ordered ot one company assured the latter 
that they would brook no unwarranted inter- 
ference. They felt that protection would be 
given if it were needed. wners of inclosed 
docks have experienced no trouble in unloading, 
but some retailers whose yards are at a consid- 
erable distance from the water front are 
still satisfied to exist on short commons rather 
than take issue with the strikers. The com- 
panies do not manifest the slightest intention of 
giving up the fignt, and seem confident that they 
can not only beat the strikers, but in the mean- 
time keep the supply of coal in the city above 
low water mark. 

There was no excitement at the coal docks on 
the New-Jersey side of the river yesterday. The 
strikers at Weehawken are becoming restive, 
and threatened to make an attack upon the 
new hands, but an increased force of police de- 
terred them. The men recently employed have 
become go skillful that quite as much coal was 
shipped yesterday as in thedays before the strike 
began. 

At Bayonne there is still someirritation among 
the strikers over the presence of the Pinkerton 
detettives. In Jersey City and Hoboken the 
presence of the police deterred the strikers from 
again interfering with coal carts in transit to 
New-York. 

The new mén employed on the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western docks spend their 
spare time in the idle coal barges that fill the 
company’s basins. Two hundred men went to 
sleep on one of these boats Monday night. To- 
ward morning a tugboat stole up the river under 
cover of the darkness. She was sighted by one 
of the Pinkerton men, and the guard, when 
the boat came within hailing distance, 
ordered a halt. The boat headed straight 
for the barge on which were the sleeping 
coal handlérs, and was about to draw up beside 
it, when the Pinkertons drew their big revolvers 
and threatened to fire. The boat then drew off 
into midstream and disappeared in the darkness. 
From her movements it was evident that the 
men on board of her intended to release the coal 
barge from her moorings, and take-her and tho 
sleeping coal heavers away. The suspicion is 
that if they had succeeded they would have 
towed her to the Narrows, in the hope that she 
would float out to sea. 

About 400 coal shovelers employed around the 
Wallabout Basin and the Gowanus Canal, in 
Brooklyn, auit work yesterday in order to assist 
the strikers at Weehawken. 

An aged and feeble but patriarchal looking 
man has playeda leading part in and around 
Bergen Point since the coal handlers struck. He 
is the Rev. Father Killeen, Pastor of the Roman 
Catholic Church of St. Mary’s Star of the Sea. 
The priest is very popular alike with Protestants 
and Catholics, and his good deeds are town talk. 

Father Killeen isin full sympathy with the 
strikers. Unlike the Rev. Father Corrigan, of 
Weehawken, he does not urge the men to go 
back to work, but encourages them in their 
resistance, both by his words and more material 
assistance. At the same time he cautions them 
against violence and drink. He is the recognized 
head of the striking element in that section of 
New-Jersey, and yesterday he gave a TIMES re- 
porter the strikers’ side of the present trouble. 

“Tamin full Sema with these men,” he 
said, ‘‘ because know the conditions under 
which they have been worked and because their 
demands are just. The coal companies have 
treated them like slaves rn | enough. This is 
nota fight between capital and labor, but ofright 
against wrong. My men will not go back under 
the old terms; they will find work elsewhere. 
These coal corporations have been more decent 
since labor became organized, but they have al- 
ways been bad enough. Notice was given that 
wages would be reduced 249 cents an hour, al- 
though the price of coal had just gone up, and 
has been going up since. No reason was given 
for the ordered cut or the advance in price. 

“There are three kinds of coal handlers—top- 
men, wheelers, and trimmers. Topmen and 
wheelers got 2212 cents an hour, and could make 
$2 a day in the best of times. Trimmers 
received 3 cents a ton for open boats, 
4 cents for quarter boats, 4 cents for 
hatch boats, and 5 cents for schooners. The 
company boats were trimmed for 149 cents per 
ton. A trimmer’s lifeis short at best, not more 
than 15 years. If there is any harder labor 
than coal handling I do not know of it. Several 
years ago the trimmer got 6 cents for schooners, 
5 cents for hatch boats, and 3 cents for open 
pomoer and these are the rates they now de- 
mand.” 

At this point Father Killeen called in a trim- 
mer who was passing the house. His name is 
James Donovan, and he has been on the docks 
14 years as anextra. ‘“ I averaged $32 a month 
one year,” be said, ‘and supported myself and 
family.” 

‘My men,” continued Father Killeen, “ used 
to be made to work night and day and forced 
to run so much coalin a given time under pen- 
alty of being docked. There was no protection 
for them against accidents in the way of traps 
over the chutes and railways along the edge 
until I appealed to the late Judge Lathrop. 
The Knights stopped the abuses, There were 
times when a mule would receive more consid- 
eration from the company than a hired man, My 
men have suffered, of course, and their families 
also, but there have been no actual cases of dis- 
tress. I raised over $700 for them last Sunday, 
and hope to get more. They are a brave lot. 
It is hard to keep the peace when hunger knocks 
at your door, but they have, to a man. To handle 
coal now the company is paying more than 
four times what they did. The Pinkerton 

ruards get $3 a day and board, and 
the green hands $1 and board. The work 
done must be unsatisfactory, even though the 
Pinkerton men drive the Italians and Hunga- 
rians like slave bosses. One of the company 
men told me he would rather have one old hand- 
ler than twelve of the present lot. It is peculiar 
work and requires experienced men. The com- 

anies must eventually submit, but when they 
do they will find their old hands employed else- 
where. Ihave told them so,and am advising 
my men to get otherjobs. A number arein the 
oil works.” 

There isa humorous side to life everywhere, 
and there is no exception at Bergen Point. A 
funny phase of the strike is a boycott on the 
Pinkerton specials. They can't even get a glass 
of beer or a loaf of bread in the place. Yester- 
day one of them tried to wet his whistle at Ave- 
nue D and Cottage-street, and only escaped ar- 
rest by the local police for carrying a concealed 
weapon by a precipitant flight to the yards.

JUDGE BURKE'S TRANSACTION 
PRESIDENT SHAW. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Jan. 25.—A Timzs cor- 
respondent found Judge Burke at the Bee Line 
headquarters to-day chafing under the imputa- 
tions against his honor which have been widely 
circulated within the last few days. The 
Judge had just taken the first steps of 
an investigation into the origin of the ru- 
mors affecting his integrity. He declares his 
willingness, if necessary, to spend $100,000 in 
tracing them to their source, and he announces 
with the most earnest emphasis that when he 
finds the author_he will “ see what he has to 
say about it.” He further says that, since his 
motives and honesty have been impugned, he 
will Rash the settlement of the debts, which 
were the cornerstone of the injurious reports. 
Mr. Hickox expresses a like determination. 

Now that the dust has cleared away, the work 
of President Shaw, of the Hocking Valley, 
amounts to this: In the midst of vague rumors 
of defalcation,: overissue of bonds and stock, 
and mysterious disappearance of securities, he 
came hére and claimed certain bonds and money 
placed in Judge Burke’s possession to apply on 
sundry debts already overdue and subject to in- 
terest. In the presence of legal representatives 
of interested creditors he was given the bondsand 
money, in exchange for his personal bonds to 
secure those debts. He received 620 bonds, 
quotably worth 85 per cent, and $47,000 in 
money, the total property being of the estimated 
market value of $574,000, for which he gave his 
individual bonds securing the payment, when 
established in law or by agreement, of debts ag- 


gregating in round numbers $1,015,000, with 
accruing interest.’

Before Judge Burke’s story of the negotiations 
that had taken place between him and'President 
Shaw was told, it was whispered on ’Change that 


President Shaw might experience some trouble 
in producing $946,000 of missing securities as 
the result of his visit to Cleveland. Mr. Shaw’s 
friends claimed that thee securities had been 
surrendered by Judge -arke, and no mention 
was made of any return, and, upon its face, 
it looked as if Judge Burke had been 
caught ina corner and squeezed. So nearly 
everybody thought, and only the few were not 
surprised when Judge Burke’s statement, that 
Mr. Shaw, in return for the securities he had re- 
ceived, = au indemnifying bond, came to 
hand.’ Since the receipt of Judge Burke's state- 
ment, Mr. Shaw has not taken kindly to ques- 
tions which suggest an explanation of the tangle. 
Last hight he said he had not seen Judge Burke’s 
statement, and hinted rather broadly that there 
was no truth in the story that he had givena 
bond in return for the securities. In fact, he did 
not want to talk about the matter. 


ATCHISON’S RAPID STRIDES. 
The Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé, with 
a@ system of over 5,000 miles of road,is look- 
ing eastward with determination in itseye. It 
is already building a line from Chicago to Kan- 
sas City, and its last move is the purchase of the 
St. Louis, Kansas City and Colorado Railroad, 


about 50 miles of which has been built and runs 
from St. Louis to Union. The new road will 
oye though at @ reasonable distance, the 
fissouri Pacific Railroad, and when finished the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé will be a very 
lively competitor in a field hitherto controlled 
by Mr. Gould. 

From St. Louis eastward its connection will be 
the Toledo, St. Louis, and Kansas, which was 
built as a narrow gauge road, but is being rapid- 
ly changed to standard gauge. At Toledo this 
road connects with the Lake Shore, the Canada 
Southern, and with lake traffic, and at Halgate 
40 miles from Toledo, with the Baltimore and 
Ohio. With such connections the Atchison will 
be ina position to hojd its own against all com- 
ers for it will have a system extending from 
the East to San Francisco, as it controls the 
Atlantic and Pacific, and from Mohave, Cal., 
has running arrangements to San Francisco over 
the Huntington system. It also controls the 
Sonora Road, which runs to San Diego, Cal.; 
has its own road to Galveston, Texas, and con- 
trols the Mexican Central, the terminus of 
whichis atthe city of Mexico. Months ago its 
rivals in the Southwest felt that it was becoming 
too powerful for their comfort; now they are 
sure of it. St. Louis people must be somewhat 
tickled, as Atchison promises to take the cork 
out of the bottle in which Jay Gould has long 
succeeded in keeping that city imprisoned. 


BONDHOLDERS ASK RELIEF. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill; Jan. 25.—A bill in 
equity was filed to-day in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court by N. B. Wade and Warner M. Hop- 
kins against the Chicago, Springfield and St. 
Louis Railroad Company and others. The com- 
plainants are holders of 50 bonds of $1,000 


each, issued for the construction of the road by 
the Central Trust Company of New-York and de- 
livered to the Empire Construction Company of 
the same city. 

The latter company secured the right of way 
for the road from Litchfield to Springfield, and 
began the construction of the line. efore the 
work was completed D. L. Wing associated with 
others unknown to the complainants, and or- 
ganized the St. Louis and Chicago Railroad Com- 
pany under the laws of Illinois. They obtained 
all the property and right of way originally 
belonging to the ‘hicago, Springfield 
and S8t. Louis Company, and claimed 
that the lien of the original deed 
of trust upon the right of way, acquired by the 
Chicago, Springfield and St. Louis Company, no 
longer exists. The complainants have asked the 
Trustees to file a bill of foreclosure and the re- 
quest was denied. They now ask that an ac- 
count be taken of the bonds and coupons secured 
by the original deed of trust and of the amount 
oe asin and that they may have further 
relief.

DISCUSSING THE RATES. 

BouFFALo, N. Y., Jan. 25.—The General 
Freight Agents of the trunk lines met here to- 
day to advance rates on west-bound business, 
to conform with the recent advance from Pitts- 
burg. The meeting will continue to-morrow, as 
the task of revising all the figures is a prodigious 
one. The rates from Buffalo to Chicago and all 
points taking Chicago rates were prepared as 
follows: 50, 40, 30, 2249, 1719, 15 cents, being 
an advance of 5, 5, 5, 242, 219, 3 over present 
rates. The matter of advancing on pig iron, 
scrap iron, &c., on salt and cement was con- 
sidered and may be decided on to-morrow, when 
the question of raising anthracite coal rates will 
also come up. 

A meeting of the Passenger Agents of the 
west-bound roads, in the territory of the Central 
Traffic Association, was also held here, in pursu- 
ance to a call issued by Commissioner Daniels, 
who was present, as was Commissioner Pierson, 
of the trunk line pool. The better maintenance 
of rates was the subject discussed. The with- 
drawal of all commissions was decided upon, 
and it was agreed to redeem all the tickets at 
tariff rates. The Buffalo, New-York, and Phila- 
delphia Road joined the Buffalo Passenger Com- 
mittee, making a complete list of the west-bound 
roads.

REPORTS OF EARNINGS. 

St. Paul earnings for the third week of 
January ($327,000) show a decrease of $22,62 
against earnings for same week of last year. 

The statements of other railroads generally 
show an increase, For the third week of Janu- 
ary Mexican Central earned $92,675, an increase 
of $20,415 over the same period of last year. 
St. Louis and San Francisco’s earnings for the 
third week of January were $89,000, an inerease 
of $25,100 over the same period of last year. 
For the second week of January Milwaukee, 
Luke Shore and Western earned $30,330, an in 
crease of $6,799 over the second week of Jan- 
uary, 1886. Kansas City, Fort Scott and Gulf 
earned $45,535 in the first week of January, an 
increase of $8,108 over the same week of last 
year. The earnings of the Kansas City, Spring- 
tield and Memphis for the first week of January 
were $31,390, an increase of $11,653 over the 
same week of last’ year. Kansas City, Clinton 
and Springtield earned $2,680 in the first week 
of January, an increase of $669 over the same 
week of 1886.

The petition sets forth 
that such mortgages would furnish no addition- 
al security to the Commonwealth for the 
bonds held by it, but would actually diminish 
such security and greatly interfere with the 
operations of the road and injure the value of 
the stock.

A REFORMED HPALTH BOARD. 
JAMES GALLATIN’S EXPLANATION . OF 

HIS PLAN OF REORGANIZATION, 

Mr. Crosby in the Assembly yesterday in- 
troduced at Albany James Gallatin’s bill for the 
reorganization of the Health Department. This 
measure is the result of a long study of the 
methods at present employed in the manage- 
ment of the department. The substance of the 
bill is given in to-day’s Albany dispatch. 

Mr. Gallatin was seen in regard to the matter 
last night. He said that he hoped that his bill 
would be speedily passed by tho Legislature, 
because he believed that it would lead to an 
abolition of the abuses now existing in the 
Heaith Department. The department constant- 
ly complained that it was crippled in its work by 
the small allowance made by the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment. The real trouble, 
however, as Mr. Gallatin pointed out in an in- 
terview in THr TIMES a few weeks ago, is that 
there are too many divisions and too many per- 


sons in the department whoeat up the appropri- 
ation in the payment of their salaries. 

“The first section of my biil, as you see,” sai 
Mr. Gallatin, ‘is self-explanatory. It provide 
for the abolition of the Board ot Health. Th 
second section calls for the appointment of a 
single officer, to be styled ‘Commissioner of 
Health,’ who shall have an official term of six 

ears at a salary of $8,000 per year. That salary 
ooks large, and I think it ought tobe. Ido not 
believe that it would be possible to induce a man 
of sufficiently high standing and acknowledged 
worth to accept the place for less, and [I 
think the duties of the office make it worth 
that much. This same section provides that he 
shall be appointed by the Mayor and may 
also be removed by him, for reasons to be stated 
in writing and published in the City Record. The 
Mayor ought to be the person responsible for 
this appointment, and he ought also to have the 
power to remove the man. Itis not difficult to 
conceive of cases in which a Mayor might ap- 
point aman whom he deemed suitable, but who 
should subsequently prove unfit for the office. 
The present head of the Health Department was 
regarded at the time of his appointment as a 
thoroughly suitable man. Some of his so-called 
improvements in the department have caused a 

eat many persons to change their views on 
that point, 

“In this single Commissioner the bill of course 
vests all the authority and powers of the pres- 
ent board. The single-headed commission will 
at once commend itself to all persons who 
want to see the City Government managed on 
a business basis. It will not commend itself 
to politicians, because it will take the patron- 
age out of the hands of several persons and 
put it into the hands of one, thus removing 
the possibility of accommodating several ditfer- 
ent sets of friends with places for their friends, 
and equally removing the power of one or two 
or three members of the board to prevent some 
other member from turning out useless or incom- 
petent employes. 

“Section 5 abolishes the office of Secretary 
and creates that of Deputy Commissioner. This 
section is modeled upon that portion of the Con- 
solidation act which provides for the oftice of 
Deputy Commissioner of Public Works. Of 
course, While a Secretary to a board fs all right, 
we could not have a Secretary to a Commis- 
sioner. What he wantsis a Deputy. The next 
section is avery important one. It abolishes 
the attorney to the Board of Health and provides 
that the Corporation Counsel shall assign an at- 
torney to the Health Department. As it is the 
city which is directly concerned in all violations 
of the health laws, it should be the city’s law 
department which takes action in regard to 
such offenses. The present construction of the 
law department of the Board of Health makes it 
a@ separate affair. 

“The last section provides that the sanitary 
code, as adopted in 1873, shall be binding and in 
force in the city, and continue to be so, except 
as it may from time to time be altered, amended, 
or annulled by the Commissioner of Health. 
The Commissioner is authorized to make the 
changes mentioned. This section is modeled on 
that in the Consolidation act which relates to the 
sanitary code and the powers of the present 
Health Board in regard to it. 

“This bill, I think,” said Mr. Gallatin, in con- 
clusion, ‘‘ will obviate many of the difficulties 
which at present surround and impede the prop- 
er care of the city’s health. Dr. Taylor com- 
plained in Monday’s Times that he was ham- 

ered in his efforts to prepare for a possibl = 

emic of smallpox by the insufficiency of the 
amount appropriated by the Health Department. 
With all due respect to Dr. Taylor, who isa 
worthy man and honest in his endeavors to peor 
erly discharge his duties, he is mistaken. He is 
hampered by the improper waste of money in 
paying alot of useless persons in the depart- 
ment. There is plenty of money to carry on the 
work of the department, if that money were only 
used wisely. The present misuse of it would be 
impossible under the bill which has been intro- 
duced at Albany.”

Mempnis, Tenn., Jan. 25.—The trial of L. 
R. Godwin for the murder of T. J. Dalton in the 
rotunda of the Peabody Hotel on the 4th of De 
cember last, was begun yesterday. On the after- 
nuon mentioned Thomas Dalton, suspecting 
nothing in the shape of danger, was quietly 
occupying one of the seats which line each side 
of the rotunda of the Peabody Hotel. It 
was his usual haunt when unemployed, 
which was generally the case, and his face be- 
came a familiar sight to the proprietors of that 
resort. Shortly after 4 o’clock Russell Godwin 
came into the hotel through the Main-street en- 
trance, sauntered up to the olerk’s desk, 
and leisurely glanced over the reg. 
ister. Apparently unconcerned he" started 
to leave. He had almost reached 


the door when he espied Dalton. Without a 
word he suddenly stopped, reached into his hip 
pocket and _ a revolver, turned toward his 
victim, and fired. The shot took effect 
in the right breast of Dalton, who 
rose to his feet, staggered a moment, 
and then fell to the floor. His slayer 
deliberately walked up to the prostrate form of 
the young ‘man and fired three more shots into 
his body. Death was almost instantaneous, not 
@ word or groan escaping his lips so far as 
known. 

The trial revives interest in one of the most 
sensational killings that has ever occurred in 
the city, not only from the fact of the high social 
standing of the parties involved, but for the 
cool, calculating, and deliberate manner in 
which the tragedy was enacted. The news of 
the tragedy spread rapidly, and was soon 
known throughout the entire city. All sorts of 
rumors were afloat as to the cause, and every 
one of them involved the name of Mrs. John 
J. Polk, a married sister of young God- 
win. The generally accepted story as to the 
cause which led to the tragedy was that 
Dalton had been too lavish in the circulation of 
reports shadowing the reputation of Mrs. Polk, 
In consequence of these he had been persuaded 
that he had better leave the city, ana he did so 
going to St. Louis, where he remained several 
weeks, and had only returned to Memphis a few 
days before the sudden and violent death over- 
took him. 

The other side of the case gleaned from inti- 
mate friends of the deceased gives a different 
view. Dalton’s acquaintance with Mrs. Polk be- 
gan fully two owe after her marriage, and after 
she and her husband removed from Bolivar to 
this city to make their home with Mrs. Polk’s 
parents on Elliott-street. At that time the 
young man was residing with his widowed 
mothér in the house west of and ‘adjoining Col. 
Godwin’s, and Mrs. Polk’s friendly interest 
began during the convalescence of Dalton 
from a severe illness, After his recovery 
the attentions from each to the other be 
came so marked as to cause general comment 
and led to vigorous protests from the heads of 
the two ramilies.. L. Russell Godwin, the young 
man who took upon himself the task and risk 
of avenging his sister’s honor, is about 23 years 
of age, 6 feet in height, well and compact- 
dy built, and weighsabout 150 pounds. Previous 
to the killing he was engaged in the office of his 
father, Mr. John R. Godwin, a well known bank- 
er and cotton factor on Madison-street. The 
rated of legal talent on either side is of the most 
brilliant character, and every inch of ground will 
be stubbornly contested. 


FITCH’S SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


INVESTIGATING CHARGES OF CRUELTY 
AGAINST THE MANAGERS, 

NEw-HAVEN, Conn., Jan. 25.—Gov. Louns- 
bury’s investigation into the alleged mismanage- 
ment of Fitch’s Home for Soldiers at Noroton, 
was continued yesterday at the Home, the Gov- 
ernor being attended by the Hospital Board of 
the State, and a delegation from Douglas Fowler 
Post, G. A. R., of South Norwalk, which has been 
the principal mover in bringing the charges 


against M. L, Pelham, the Superintendent. Mr. 
Pelham was represented by Gen. Taylor, of South 
Norwalk, counsel, who at the outset demanded 
that only the Hospital Board and the Trustees be 
admitted to the hearing. This Gov. Lounsbury 
would not permit, and the taking of evidence 
was at once begun, Henry E. Culver being the 
first witness called. He stated that there was 
always food enough, but that the meat was 
tough, and at times it was not cooked sufticient- 
ly, and that the teeth of the inmates.could not 
masticate it. Other witnesses testified to about 
the same thing. Charles Foster stated that he 
remembered that corned beef had been brought to 
the table in a bad condition; that the baked 
beans had often been burned, and that the ste 
had been cooked to a crisp. and could not be 
eaten. ‘ 

Nearly all the witnesses who testified were for 
the defense, and the charges of inhuman _ treat- 
ment of the inmates were generally denied. 
Superintendent Pelham was put on the stand in 
his own defense, and stated that all the trouble 
he had was with three men, who habitually got 
drunk and created daily disturbances, and he 
was compelled to be Severe with them. In re- 
gard to the food, he stated that with one or two 
exceptions it was good and above the average. 
Pelham admitted that he had been dishonorably 
oa from the army by Gen. Butler for 
giving liquor toa soldier of his company, who 

ot intoxicated onit and murdered a comrade.

FAILURES IN BUSINESS.

THE ANNUAL GRIND BEGUN 


SENATE AND ASSEMBLY FLOOD- 
ED WITH BILLS. . 
SENATOR LOW GRAPPLES THE TAXA- 
TION AND FRISON PROBLEMS—A 
MOVE AGAINST GEN. SHALER. 

Avsany, Jan. 25.—The Legislature began 
its annual grind in earnest to-day. A large num- 
ber of bills were introduced in both Senate and 
Assembly, some of which are of more than naual 
interest and importance. Speaker Husted ap- 
pointed the new committee of nine which is to 
have charge of all matters pertaining to the Con- 
atitutional Convention, and is to be known as the 
Committee on Constitutional Convention. Frank 
B. Arnold of Otsego, who is generally recog- 
nized as one of the most capable lawyers of the 
House, is its Chairman. His associates are 
George Z. Erwin of St. Lawrence, Robert Ray 
Hamilton of New-York, John I. Platt of Dutch- 
ess, A. C. Brundage of Steuben, and the follow- 
ing Democrats: William F. Sheehan of Erie, 
Jacob A. Cantor of New-York, James P. Graham 


‘and John B, Longley of Kings. Messrs. Arnold, 


Erwin, Hamiiton, Shechan, Cantor, and Long- 
Jey are lawyers; Mr. Platt is an editor, Mr, 
Brundage a farmer, and Mr. Graham a railroad 
conductor and labor advocate. 

The committee which will proceed to New- 


York to investigate the coal companies, the rea- 
son forthe “ erorbitant price of coal,” and the 
coal strike in New-York, was appointed by the 
Speaker as follows: John C. Hogeboom of Co- 
Jumbia, Daniel E. Ainsworth of Oswego, Will- 
jam H. Kimball of St. Lawrence, John Martin 
of New-York, and M. F. Collins of Rensselaer. 
SMessrs. Martin and Collins are labor advocates. 

A pill designed to chop off the head of Gen, 
Bhaler and relieve Gov.

ho same aa those hitherto imposed upon the Health 
Board. The Commissionér shall appoint a deputy, at 
asalary of $5,000, who may act as Commissioner 
mpon receiving from the latter written authority to 
that effect, though the period for which he shall thus 
act shall not exceed three months. The written 
designation must be filed in the department. All 
the duties and powers of the present Secretary of 
the Board of Health are conferred upon the pe ped 
Commissioner. The bill abolishes the office of At- 
torney and Counsel to the Health Board, and author- 
izes the Corporation Counsel to assign an attorney 
to the department, whose office shall bein the sathe 
building with the Health Department. The 
clerks and other employes of this attorne 
shall also be appointed b e Corporation Counsel, 

For the payment of the salaries of the attorney 
and his employes a sufficient amount of the appro- 

riation for the Health Department for the year 

887 shall be transferred by the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment to the credit of the Law Depart- 
ment. The bill declares that the Sanitary Code now 
in force shail continue to be binding except as it may 
be altered, amended, or annulled by the new Com- 
missioner. No alterations or amendments in it shall 
take effect unless approved by the Mayor and pub- 
ened aally for two successive weeks in the City 
Recor 


Other bills were introduced as follows: 


By Mr. Ainsworth, of Oswego—Making 

lawtul for any railroad corporation doing business 
in this State to make any written or other contrac 
or to allow any rebate or advantage for the shipmen 
of freight over or on its road; “_aditioned, directly 
or caenagivwte’ f that the owner, consignee, or any other 
person shall not ship or receive, as the case may be, 
any goods, merchandise, or produce, over or upon 
any canal owned by the State.” A violation of the 
act is punishable by a fine of $1,000. The same bill 
was introduced by Assemblyman Cole last year, but 
Tailed in its passage because of railroad opposition.

The Bill would 
cause a radical change in the law, and this Mr. 
Bacon realizes. He introduced it by request. 


Senator Low lugged two weighty subjects be- 
fore his associates this morning, one a proposi- 
tion to revolutionize the existing system of 
State taxation, the other a scheme for mon- 
keying with the State prisons which the 
taxpayers will notadmire. It looks as if there 
were a junketing trip in prospect for Senator 
Vedder's Committee on Taxation and Retrench- 
ment. The Senate will determine what, in its 
porgeens, Mr. Low’s taxation ideas are worth 
on Thursday, that being the day on which it de- 
cided to consider the following elaborate pre- 
amblie and resolutions offered by the Senator: 


Whereas, The rural counties of the State of New- 
York are being subjected to unequal and onerous 
taxation, greatly disproportionate and in excess of 
the productive power of such counties when com- 
pa with similar assessment in the large cities of 
the State; and 

Whereas, It appears by the last returns of the cen- 
sus of the United States that the agricultual and 
rural counties of our sister Commonwealth, Penn- 
aytvanio, enjoy @ greater degree of prosperity and 
show a greater | edagheg and advancement in values 
and population than do the corresponding rural coun- 
ties of the State of New-York; and 

Whereas, It is claimed that such increased and 
material nage Meg | is largely owing to the system 
of assessing ana levying taxes in the said State of 
Pennsylvania, by which system the real property of 
the State is exempted from State taxation; and 

Whereas, It is believed that similar results would 
come to the agricultural counties of our own State 
by the adoption of some other or similar plan of as- 
sessing and levying taxes for the support of the 
State Government; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the Committee on Taxation of the 
Senate be instructed to make inquiry and report to 
this body within 30 days as tothe following sub- 
ects, with their opinion thereon and their reasons 

herefor: 

1. What is the system of taxation adopted by 
Pennsylvania so far as it affects the mode and man- 
ner of collecting taxes for the support of the State 
Government, and in what manner are the taxes 
assessed and collected? 

2. In what other States of the Union are special 
or general taxes so levied that no tax is imposed 
upon realestate for the support of the State Gov- 
ernment ¥ 

3. Can t system of taxation be devised under the 
Constitution of our State without imposing a direct 
tax upon the real property thereof by which taxes 
could be collected to pay the interest on the State 
debt and provide for the wants of the State, and 
without also, at the same time, adopting an inquis- 
itorial system of assessment and taxation regarding 
the personal property of the citizens, and if so by 
what methods can stich taxes be best assessed and 
collected with the least injury or detriment to com- 
merce, manufactures, or trade? And especially is 
such committee enjoined to inquire and report as to 
the feasibility of atax on incomes, an excise tax, 
and a direct tax upon corporations to be assessed by 
the State. 

4. With the farther ME oy and purpose of exempt- 
ing the real property of the State from all taxation 
for State purposes, and of localizing taxation as far 
a8 practicable, the said committee are also directed 
to examine and report as to how far and in what 
manner the expenditures for State purposes may be 
lessened, what departments of the State Govern- 

ment may be abolished or consolidated, and what 
special or annual appropriations now made by the 

tate to be paid from taxes may be reduced or en- 
tirely abolished. 


Senator Low’s Prison Labor bill is the most 
radical of all the measures yet introduced for the 
prison tinkers. It is understood to have been 
prepared by the State Workingmen’s Assembly, 
which recently metin Albany. Its effect, if it 
became a law, would probably be to saddle 
$500,000 upon the State’s taxpayers for prison 
maintenance. The bill provides that persons 
guilty of ry, be imprisoned in State prisons, 
and those guilty of misdemeanors in county 
jails or penitentiaries, or prisons where the 
offense was committed. All convicts in State 
prisons shall work wees J at quarrying stone or 
ore, repairing roads or highways, manufacturing, 
without machinery, the articles needed in pris- 
ons, or enlarging prisons. County prisoners 
shall work only in repairing county butldings, 
agriculture, or manufacturing articles needed 
the poor. No person in prison or jail shall work 
for more than eight hours, and the rest of the 
day shall be devoted to repose, recreation, and 
reformation. Each W cay shall exercise for 
twehours, No maghinery shall ba used in guy 
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nal institution, and no surplus revenue shall 
be derived from penal institutions. 

Another result of this prison agitation is that 
Erie County is excited, and through Senator 
MoMillan requests that the convicts in her peni- 
tentiary should be permitted to work on the 

iece-price plan, or the county-account plan, or 
both, until the State has established a general 
system. Even Gov. Hill is growing weary of 
these discharges from the multi-charge gun. He 
is anxious to have one system adopted and 
the whole question settled. The mem- 
bers of his Prison Commission, Messrs. 
Bookstaver, Barnes, and Blair, are in the 
city now trying to agree on a report of some de- 
scription. Blair shows signs of going off af a 
tangent from his two hard-headed associates. 
The demagogue in him must come out. Heis 
the one member of the commission who hopes 
for a continuance of official life for another year. 
His burden is easy and his salary a ore con- 
sideration. Superintendent of Prisons Baker 
made such an exhaustive report this year that 
little but thrashed straw remains for the com- 
mission to operate upon. 

Speaker Husted will introduce a bill shortly 
based upon certain recommendations of Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction Draper, which 
willattract great attention among the public 
school teachers and the friends of education in 
the State. Its purpose is to provide a uniform 
— of examinations for teachers throughout 
the State. Applicants for teachers’ licenses will 
be examined at such times asthe Superintendent 
may designate, examination days to be the same 
all over the State. The examination papers will 
be prepared by the Superintendent here in Al- 
bany, to whom they will be returned for inspec- 
tion and marking. School Commissioners and 
city Superintendents will conduct the examina- 
tions. Teachers now holding licenses will not be 
affected, though they will doubtless be com- 
pelled to pass an examination after these have 
expired. It maybe said of the proposition of 
Superintendent Draper that itis heavily backed 
by educational journals and organizations and 
by the more progressive educators of the State. 
It was thoroughly discuesed and indorsed by the 
New-York State Teachers’ Association at Niagara 
Falls in July, by the Council of ity 
Schools at Binghamton in November, by the 
Association of Academic and High Schoo) Prin- 
cipals at Syracuse in December, and by the 
Association of School Commissioners at Syracuse 
last week. The Civil Service Commission 
heartil mupeayes it. Theevils of the existing 
methods of licensing school teachers have long 
been @ subject of discussion. by educational 
bodies. Not all of the 112 School Commisssion- 
ers of the State are qualified to conduct an eéx- 
amination of teachers, let aloné pass upon the 
results of an examination. Politics, personal 
friendships, and kinship often have much to do 
with determining favorably the ualifica- 
tions of applicants for teachers’ licenses. 
A teacher may be unable to pass an ex- 
amination in one district, but will have no 
difficulty in another, where local influences 
can be brought to bear. This indiscriminate 
licensing produces more teachers than are re- 
quired, and tends to cheapen the Value of serv- 
ices. The School Commissioner who endeavors 
to discharge his duty conscientiously almost in- 
variably builds up a formidable opposition, 
composed of applicants whom he has had to re- 

ot in making his examinations. Mr. Draper 

elieves that the establishment of a grade sys- 
tem of licenses, say for one, three, or five years, 
based on the percentages received in the ex- 
aminations, will elevate the standard of intel- 
ligence among teachers, and provide the State 
with a corps of workers far better adapted to the 
a remade of educational labor than now 
exists. 

TVammany has had a happy thought, and Sher- 
iff Hugh Grant and Congressman-elect William 
Bourke Cockran have made a note of it. Out of 
it has grown a remarkable tax bill, which the 
two gentiemen brought to Albany to-day, and 
which will be formally introduced to-morrow by 
Assemblyman ives and Senator Reilly. Tam- 
many proposes to give the body politic a brief 
rest, while it fastens upon the corporations and 
compels them to bleed for “the people.” It 
is an ingenious endeavor to _ rehabili- 
tate itself in the estimation of those of 
its voters who went out and supported 
Henry George last Fall. The billis a very long 
one. Its purpose can be stated in a single sen- 
tence. It is to compel all corporations, joint 
stock companies, and associations operating 
railroads in this State, or engaged in laying tele- 
graph, telephone, and electric light wires or gas 
pipes or other mains, to hand over to the State 
annually all profits which exceed 10 per cent. of 
their net earnings. 

Cities which are so fortunate as to contain “ all 
the works or operations” of these corporations 
are to be credited with these amounts, 
as an offset to their indebtedness to the 
State. Mr. Cockran must have smiled when he 
declared in one section that the object of the bill 
is “to compel such companies to bear a more 
equitable share of the burdens which now rest 
too heavily upon the citizens engaged in indus- 
trial and agricultural pursuits, and the provis- 
ions of this act shall be liberally construed to 
carry out that intention,” There can be no im- 
propriety in intimating that Tammany and Sen- 
ator Low should put their heads together upon 
this subject of taxation. 

For the twenty-first year David Dudley Field 
appears to champion his Ciyil Code. The As- 
sembly Judiciary Committee listened to him and 
to James C. Carter, who appeared forthe Bar 
Association of New-York in opposition to the 
code, for three hours to-day. 

The Tilden trust bill was not argued before the 
Assembly Judiciary Committee to-day, and no 
time was fixed for a hearing. The same com- 
mittee is preparing to kill-a bill of Mr. Lang- 
bein, of New-York, which reduces from five to 
two years the period in which indictments may 
be found in all cases of felony. The law affect- 
ing indictments in murder cases is not touched 
by the bill. 

The Excise Committee will give hearings on 
the High License bill next Tuesday, and on the 
Giegerich Sunday Liquor Sales bill two weeks 
from to-day. 


THE NICARAGUA OANAL, 


A OLAIM BY COSTA RICA TO BE ARBI- 


TRATED BY PRESIDENT CLEVELAND. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—The President to-day 
transmitted to the Senate the response of the Secre- 
tary of State to the Senate resolution calling for any 
correspondence between this country and Nicaragua 
relative to the construction of a ship canal through 
Nicaragua. The Secretary of State says: “ A care- 
ful examination of the records of the Department of 
State discloses no correspondence since February, 


1885, with the Government of Nicaragua relating to 
the canal treaty then Pending, nor any other corre- 
spondence on the subject beyond a few telegrams 
exchanged with President Zavala, of Nicaragua, 
concerning the gecepeess of a ratification of the 
treaty in the United States Senate. oe 
the construction of a ship canal through 
Nicaragua,” the Secretary says, ‘“‘ there is, however, 
@ voluminous correspondence between this depart- 
ment and the United States Minister accredited to 
the several Central Americad Republics in relation 
to the claim of Costa Rica to share in the responsibil- 
ities and benefits of the inter-oceanic transit on the 
ground of jurisdictional right over a part of the pro- 

osed Nicaraguan route. Correspondence was also 
haa between the Minister of Costa Rica in Wash- 
ington andthe Departmentof State, in which the 
claim of Costa Rica was defined and insisted 
upon. No correspondence was held by this 
Government with that of Nicaragua respecting 
the Costa Rican claims, nor intimation of its 

osition conveyed except as reported in the 

ispatches from ovr:legation in Central America 
and then only taking the form of a general denial of 
the claim by Nicaragua and insistence upon ex- 
clusive Nicaraguan jurisdiction over the whole of 
the proposed route. he question between Nicara- 
gua and Costa Rica being one of disputed boundaries, 
and no adjustment of their respective pretensions 
to a territorial and jurisdictional wees ation in the 
control of the transisthmian ship route via Lake 
Nicaragua nee possible, without a — and 
permanent demarkation of the boundary line between 
them, as wellas a clear definition of their several 
or tommon riparian rights in the Rio San 
Juan, this Government very’ early in the 
dispute intimated to both parties the satisfaction it 
would feel on seeing an amicable settlement reached, 
and the willingness with which it would lend its aid 
toward that result if requested by both parties to do 
so. Protracted negotiations ensued, and within the 
past few days the gratifying intelligence has been re- 
ceived that a convention has been signed between 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica for the arbitration of their 
boundary dispute by the President of the United 
States. This convention only awaits ratification and 
exchange to be a full and final disposition of the 
question of jurisdiction.”

- The Signal Service Bureau report indicates, 
for to-day, in this city, colder northwesterly 
winds, fair weather, followed by snow, with a 
cold wave. 


A special committee has been appointed 
{n the Assembly to take charge of bills pro- 
viding for the Constitutional Convention 
which the people of the State have declared 
shall be held. One billis already awaiting 
its action which is worthy of immediate 
and careful consideration. Itseemsto us to 
provide an excellent plan for the election of 
delegates and inits other features to meet 
the requirements of legislation on the sub- 
ject. It was prepared by a joint committee 
of the principal organizations and clubs 
of a political character in this city and 
Brooklyn, representing both parties and 
the independent sentiment of the commu- 
nity, and was introduced in the Assembly by 
Speaker Hustep. It is the one to which 
we have heretofore referred, providing for 
thirty-two delegates at large and three 
for each Senatorial district outside of 
New-York, Richmond County, and Kings 
County, and twenty-one in the seven 
Senatorial districts of New-York and 
Richmond County and nine in the three 
Senatorial districts of Kings County. 
No elector could vote for more than six- 
teen delegates at large, more than two in any 
Senatorial district, more than seven in New- 
York and Richmond County, or more than 
three in Kings County. This makes the 
fairest practicable provision for minority 
representation. Prompt action is desirable 
in order that the work of the convention 
may be completed in time for submission to 
a vote of the people at the next regular 
election. 


Senator Low has permitted his name to 
be attached to a crazy bill for the regula- 
tion of prison labor, which is said to have 
emanated from the State Workingmen’s 
Assembly. It provides in effeet that con- 
victs shall not be allowed to learn any 
useful trade or be trained in any industry 
that would enable them to become self-sup- 
porting citizens, but shall be employed in 
quarrying stone or ore, repairing highways, 
and manufacturing, without machinery, 
articles to be used only in the prisons. The 
extent to which prisoners could be em- 
ployed in this way is quite limited, and it 
would cost more than it came to. The pro- 
vision of the bill that no surplus reserve 
shall be derived from the penal institutions 
is quite unnecessary, as under the proposed 
system the people of the State would have 
to pay not less than $500,000 a year to 
maintain criminals in partial idleness and 
to prevent all practical effort to reform 
them. 


There is room for doubt as to the justness 
of the conclusion suggested-in Senator 
Low’s resolutions concerning State taxa- 
tion that the greater prosperity and more 
rapid advancement of the rural and agri- 
cultural counties of Pennsylvania as com- 
pared with rural counties in New-York 
sre due to the exemption of real prop- 
erty in the former State from taxation 
for State purposes. Senator Low proposes 
an inquiry into this subject by the Senate 
Committee on Taxation. These are some of 
the facts which the committee will discover 
at the outset: That the State tax for 1886, 
exclusive of tax on corporations, amount- 
ing to $1,376,061, was $9,512,812; that 
the city of New-York paid $4,199,606 
toward this amount, leaving $5,313,- 
206 as the share of all the other 
counties, rural and urban, in the State; 
that the assessed “equalized” valuation, 
‘real and personal, of the. State outside of 
the city and county of New-York is very 
‘nearly $1,750,000,000; that the tax rate 
~was 2 95-100 mills. The other fact to be got 
at is, to what extent will it be possible to 
promote the advancement and prosperity 
pf the rural connties by remitting the tax 
pn real property, amounting for those coun- 
(rea to considerably less than $5.000,0007 


In comparison with the burden of lucal tax- 
ation this'sum is insignificant. 


It is gratifying that Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica have sibmitted tv the arbitration of 
the United States the dispute concerning 
the boundary between them. As the 
strongest power or the continent it is to 
our interest that the weaker powers should 
confide in our friendship and impartiality. 
The questions that arise from time to 
time between ourselves and our im- 
mediate neighbors are questions with 
regard to which we can afford to show the 
generosity which should go with over- 
whelming power. Inno other way can we 
so well secure the confidence of States more 
remote. We need neither organize a Pan- 
American confederation nor pretend more 
interest in our neighbors than we feel in 
order to prevent them from applying to 
European powers for any assistance that 
can properly be given to them by the 
United States. 


It was assumed -that the fate of the In- 
dian Severalty bill was decided when the 
measure was passed by the House in Decem- 
ber, for a similar bill was passed by the 
Senate in three preceding Congresses, and 
the modifications made in the Senate bill 
by the House at this session were not re- 
garded as sufficiently important to delay 
its final enactment. These modifications 
sent the bill to a conference committee, and 
this committee has now reported it favora- 
bly. In all probability it will soon become 
a law. As we have heretofore shown, it 
marks the beginning of a new era in legis- 
lation for the Indians. The execution of 
the law will confirm to thousands of In- 
dians for their use under proper protection 
farms of sufficient size, and will release 
for settlement large areas of land that is 
not now utilized. The release of these 
lands will give to. their present occupants 
funds for their maintenance and instruction 
in their new condition. The bill provides 
not only for the establishment of Indians 
upon farms of their own, but also for the 
elevation of Indians so established to the 
plane of citizenship. 


Speculations in regard to the appoint- 
ment of a successor to the late Gen. W. B. 
HAZEN are premature, asitis now rather 
unlikely that there will be any nomiration 
of a Chief Signal Officer until the next 
Congress convenes. It is generally recog- 
nized that the present is the fit opportunity 
to determine whether the Weather Bureau 
shall be transferred to the Interior Depart- 
ment or shall be organized on a civilian 
basis, but retained under the War Depart- 
ment, as proposed in a bill introduced into 
the Senate last Summer. After this funda- 
mental question is settled, that of reorgan- 
izationand appointments will be in order. 
Meanwhile Capt. GREELY will no doubt 
continue to be Acting Chief Signal Officer. 


Greece is said to be busy again with 
preparations for war, her arsenals working 
day and night. If there is any one thing 
the little kingdom can do with unremitting 
energy, that thing is preparing for war. 
War with whomor war with what is not 
always so clear, and in the present instance 
it is particularly obscure. But that is a 
minor consideration, inasmuch, as the war 
is rarely if ever waged. It is great pity for 
Greece that preparing for war should beso 
expensive an amusement, since it is one 
which possesses for heran enduring fascina- 
tion. Yetshe might find actually waging 
war still costlier should she ever try it. 


A GOOD PLACE TO BEGIN. 

A bill has been introduced in the Senate 
by Mr. Daty and in the Assembly by Mr. 
CrosBy abolishing the present Board of 
Health Commissioners of this. city and pro- 
viding for a single Commissioner, with 
power to appoint a.deputy, who shall act 
as Secretary of the department. The new 
Commissioner would be appointed by the 
Mayor for a term of six years, and would be 
subject to removal by the Mayor for rea- 
sons which would have to be published in 
the City Record, but could be called in ques- 
tion in no other place. 

All earnest advocates of reform in our 
municipal system, including the present 
Governor of the State, favor the concentra- 
tion of responsibility in the Mayor, by mak- 
ing the administrative departments single- 
headed, and giving that officer absolute 
power of appointment and remoyal. This 
would place the responsibility for the hon- 
esty and efficiency of the City Government 
in the hands of the Mayor, who would be 
chosen by the people with a direct view to 
his exercise of that responsibility. There 
would be the strongest incentive for the 
election of aman fit for the place, and the 
man elected would be under the strongest 
inducement to ignore every consideration 
in the selection or retention of heads of 
departments except that of making his ad- 
ministration successful and satisfactory to 
the people. In the establishment of such a 
system of responsibility lies our chief hope 
of permanent municipal reform. 

We hope to see such a system fully estab- 
lished without any great delay, and it may 
be that the object can be promoted through 
the coming Constitutional Convention, but 
in the meantime it would be well to make a 
beginning with the department in which a 
change is most sorely needed. There is no 
department which is more important to the 
vital interests of the whole people than the 
Department of Health, and there is none 
which subject to more complaint 
on of inefficiency. This is 
part due to the peculiarly 
incongruous constitution of the present 
department and the impossibility of holding 
it to any strict accountability. The Board 
of Health consists of the President of the 
Police Commission, the Health Officer of the 
Port, and two Commissioners appointed by 
the Mayor, one of whom must be a physi- 
cian, and the other of whom must be the 
President of the board. The President of 
the Police Commission is a politician who is 
accustomed to treat the public service as a 
means of promoting party ends and pro- 
viding for party dependents. He was ap- 
pointed with the advice and consent of 
the Aldermen, and the Mayor is virt- 
ually without power to remove him. 
The Health Officer is a State official

in charge of the Quarantine estab- 
lishment, and the present incumbent is 
a political doctor from the interior of the 
State who has been holding over for several 
years because politicians refuse to consent to 
his displacement. The President of the 
Health Board was appointed by Mayor 
Epson and confirmed by the Aldermen in 
pursuance of a corrupt bargain. He is un- 
der a charge of bribery and has escaped con- 
viction by the disagreement of two juries. 
He has been forced to resign his commission 
as Major-General of the National Guard and 
he continues to hold his present place in 
spite of the Mayor’s removal because the 
Govérnor, for. political reasons of the most 
sordid kind, refuses to approve such removal. 

There could hardly be a worse combina- 
tion at the head of a municipal department, 
arid it is no wonder that there are com- 
plaints of its lack of efficiency and scandals 
regarding its operations. A good opportu- 
nity is presented in the special need of re- 
form in this department to make a begin- 
ning in the application of the principle of 
single-headed departments and the estab- 
lishment of a clear official responsibility 
through the Mayor’s untrammeled power 
of appointment and removal. There is 
need of prompt action, as the city is already 
threatened with the contagion of smallpox 
on account of the negligence of the Health 
Board. The officer in charge of the bureau 
that deals with contagious diseases com- 
plains of a lack of funds sufficient for his 
work, but there are funds enough, at the 
command of the board if properly applied. 
Reform in the Health Board is needed im- 
peratively and promptly, and it should be 
thorough. The pending bill ought to be 
passed without delay. 


RAREST LAER 28 DA TIP EDT TI OTT 
WOMAN SUFFRAGE IN THE SENATE. 

Our dispatches indicate that the ladies of 
the National Woman Sutfrage Association 
who heard the discussion and the vote in 
the Senate yesterday on their favorite meas- 
ure were very much disappointed. If our 
correspondent correctly reports their feel- 
ing, we think the ladies were unreasonable. 
Itis true that Senator BLarr’s proposition 
to submit an amendment to the Federal 
Constitution prohibiting the denial of the 
right of suffrage on account of sex did not re- 
ceive the necessary two-thirds vote, nor did 
it receive even a majority. But it was 
hardly to be expected that. the proposition 
would command one-half or one-third of the 
votes of the Senate. It received sixteen on 
the roll call, seven votes were paired, and 
one Senator, Mr. PLUMB, was absent, who 
afterward said he would have voted for it. 
Here, then, are twenty-four Senators openly 
in favorofthe measure with forty-one against 
it. At the present stage of the agitation 
that is not a desperate showing by any 
means. And if votes are to be weighed 
as well as counted the ladies may congratu- 
late themselves on the names on their side, 
including Messrs. Hoar, PLATT, SHERMAN, 
Wuson of Iowa, CHACE, and Dawes. The 
only names of like weight on the other side 
were those of Messrs. EVARTS, INGALLS, and 
Hawley. The vote of Mr. Evarts ig al- 
ways governed by such complex and inscru- 
table motives that nothing as to the real 
force or value of a proposition can be argued 
from his position regarding it, while Messrs. 
HAWLEY and INGALLS are sometimes eccen- 
tric, and, in a sense, do not count. 

In addition to these mitigating considera- 
tions the ladies must, of course, take into 
account the championship of Mr. Senator 
Barr, easily the prince of cranks, not to say 
“freaks.” This was a misfortune not the 
less easy to bear from the fact that the la- 
dies themselves are in a degree responsible 
for it. If they had intrusted their cause to 
Senator Hoar, for instance, they might not 
have got many more votes, but they would 
have had a good deal more enjoyment 
from the campaign. The vigorous and gift- 
ed Senator from Massachusetts, though 
acting a minor part yesterday, gave the 
Senate and the galleries a taste of 
his quality, which, when partisanship 
is net involved, is of a fine and pun- 
gent flavor. He suggested to Mr. VrEstT 
that in borrowing his argument from two 
eminent women that gentleman practically 
conceded their capacity to take part in 
Senatorial debates, since presumably they 
could have madesuch arguments themselves 
better than the Senator from Missouri made 
them. This was a thrust that must have 
delighted the ladies as much as it discom- 
fited Mr. Vest. Bearing in mind, therefore, 
that their cause received the support of 
over 36 per cent. of the Senators declaring 
themselves, and this despite the advocacy 
of Mr. Brarr and the doubtful expediency 
of the measure embodying the cause, the 
ladies, if they be really bitterly disappoint- 
ed, are unreasonably so. 

It cannot be doubted that the Blair propo- 
sition is not only inexpedient, but almost 
absurdly so. The right of suffrage does not 
in any ordinary case properly come within 
the cognizance of the Federal Government 
or present a matter for regulation by the 
Federal Constitution. It may be said that 
it was brought within that Constitution by 
the amendment forbidding the denial of 
suffrage on account of color, but that was 
the most extraordinary of measures re- 
sorted to under circumstances entirely un- 
precedented in the history of the country. 
It was practically a war by 
which the people of the loyal States im- 
bedded in the Constitution what they 
deemed a supreme defense for the race freed 
by the war. It is in no sense and in no 
degree a rational precedent to apply to the 
present question. Again, if woman suffrage 
were properly a subject for Federal Con- 
stitutional amendment, no Congress would 
be justified or even excusable in presenting 
a proposition to the States, when it is 
plain that every State already has ample 
power to deal with it, and would 
deal with it if public opinion re- 
quired. By the very first article of 
the Constitution of the United States 
it is declared that ‘the electors in each 
State shall have the qualifications requisite 
for electors of the most numerous branch 
of the State Legislature,” and what these 
qualifications shall be is left entirely to the 
people of each State. It is, with all: due 
respect to the advocates of woman suffrage, 
absurd to ask Congress to propose an amend- 
menton this point requiring the assent of 
three-fourths of the States, 
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single State has adopted unqualified woman 
suffrage. 

There is no doubt that the right of sunf- 
frage may properly be, and gradually will 
be, extended under certain restrictions to 
women. That .process has already begun, 
and if it be carried on guardedly and with 
sense it may goa good way. But there is 
no consideration of justice or expediency 
requiring Congress to move in the matter 
in the direction of a sweeping Coustitutional 
amendment.

THE DAVITT RECEPTION. 

Mr. BLAINE was not present at the meet- 
ing held in honor of MicwarL Davitr in 
Madison-Square Garden Sunday night, and 
therefore did not hear the Irish patriot’s 
impassioned denungiation of Cardinal 
SIMEONI and the Roman Catholic Propa- 
ganda. He had been invited, but he could 
not come. Probably he rejoices now that 
he was not sitting on the platform while 
Mr. Davitt was attacking the church for 
its treatment of Dr. McGLYNN. He would 
have been in a great quandary if he had been 
there, His discomfort would have been 
almost as painful as it was when the Rev. 
Dr. BuRCHARD let slip the direful allitera- 
tion. In the address which he would have 
been required to make how could he have 
avoided all the embarrassments of the oc- 
casion? Would he have commended Davitt 
for his attack upon the church? Would he 
have chided him? Would he have cham- 
pioned the cause of McGLYNN ‘and defined 
his position with regard to the George doc- 
trine of land confiscation? Toa statesman 
longing for the Irish vote the situation 
would have been one full of temptation and 
danger. Mr. BLAINE wisely remained in 
Augusta. 

But he sent to Mr. PATRICK ForD a letter 
for use at the meeting, and in that letter is 
one passage that will sorely disappoint the 
dynamite faction. The workaf the Amer- 
ican friends of Ireland is to be carried on, 
he asserts, in accordance with the rules 
which define the duty of one nation to an- 
other. ‘‘The American friends of Ireland 
support the Irish cause,” he says, ‘‘ with 
strict observance of every international 
obligation.” All this may be satisfactery 
to those whourge that the good cause of 
home rule should be advanced by all legiti- 
mate means, but what comfort can the 
dynamiters get out of it? Is this the man, 
they will ask, for whom we voted with the 
belief that he would lustily twist the Brit- 
ish lion’s tail for us without regard to “ in- 
ternational obligations,” if he should be 
elected ? How can he be of service to us, 
they will say, if he shall insist upon observ- 
ing international obligationsin the dealings 
of this country with Great Britain ? 

We fear that these gentlemen will be cast 
down by Mr. BLAINE’s discouraging adhesion 
to the rules of international comity. They 
will be very likely to call him a milk- 
sop friend of the Irish cause. We 
trust that Mr. BLAINE will not also be de- 
pressed by the evidence of their dissatisfac- 
tion, evén if it shall appear that he has lost 
their votes. He was wisely absent from the 
meeting, but he may see that he would have 
been more fortunate, from the longing poli- 
ticians’ point of view, if he had written no 
letter. 

The blunder can be repaired. He can 
publicly assert that the letter was incor- 
rectly written by his stenographer or 


amanuensis, and at the same time can point, 


to the sentiments of the speech which he 
made in Portland last Summer, in which he 
characterized Lord SALISBURY as impudent, 
insolent, and brutal. But now that it is 
known that Mr. Davirr’s attack upon 
the Roman Catholic Church at the 
Sunday evening meeting caused the invited 
Roman Catholic clergymen of this city to 
remain away from the Davitt dinner on 
Monday night, it may be safer for him to 
recall the entire letter or to repudiate it. 
Unfortunately, however, as Mr. BLAINE 
knows to his sorrow, it is easier to suppress 
letters that have not gone from the writer’s 
possession than those which have been 
given to the public. 
THE WALKING DELEGATE. 

The present condition of the strikes by 
the coal heavers and the longshoremen 
seems at first sight calculated to discourage 
lovers of their species. The coal heavers 
first struck and actually attempted to cut 
off the coal supply of New-York in order to 
bring their employers to their terms. This 
attempt was too colossally impudent to have 
any chance of succeeding. It enlisted 
at once against the strikers every man 
who in his business and 
every man wlio needed coal in his dwell- 
ing. As the consumers of coal comprise the 
whole community, without any exception, 
even that of the coal heavers themselves, 
the whole community was arrayed against 
a few foolish and, ignorant men, led by 
walking delegates. There could no longer 
be any doubt about the end of that strike. 

The strike has failed accordingly, and the 
last desperate device of the strikers is to 
prevent the delivery in New-York of coal 
of which they cannot prevent the shipment 
on the other side of the Hudson. For this 
purpose their leaders have worked upon the 
longshoremen, who were already engaged 
in a silly strike of their own. 
advisedly, 
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We say silly 
for the longshoremen, except 
those employed by the Old Dominion Com- 
pany, did not pretend that they had any 
grievance. They entered into a conspiracy 
to boycott the business of hat company 
until it accepted terms prescribed by 
men who were not and never had been 
in its employment. They mistook their 
men, forthe company.in question has shown 
that it is not to be bullied out of doing its 
lawful business. Other companies which 
were, bullied for the time into refusing 
freight from the boycotted company were 
brought sharply to a sense of their qbliga- 
tions by the order of a court requiring 
them to receive the goods offered to them. 
The end of this strike is as certain to be dis- 
astrous as the end of the other. 

Now, as if the quarrel the longshoremen 
already had on their hands were not suffi- 
cient, they have been induced to quarrel 
again in the interest of the beaten strikers 
in New-Jersey. It is scarcely credible, but 
it is the fact that they have refused to allow 
to be put on board of foreign steamships 
about to sail the coal necessary for the yoy- 
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age. They kindly consent to put the car- 
goes on board, provided they contain noth- 
ing from the boycotted company, but they 
will nullify their labor by refusing to per- 
mit the coaling of the steamers. As steam- 
ers cannot be moved without coal, a long- 
shoreman cannot earn any wages whatever 
unless this opposition is withdrawn or over- 
come. 
The coal strike and the longshoremen’s 
strike, taken together, are strikes at all 
manufactures and all commerce. The men 
who imagine that they can improve their 
own condition by putting a stop to all busi- 
ness and wage earning whatsoever are not 
fit subjects for indignation, unless they re- 
sort to riot as an additional means of pro- 
moting their interests. They are fit sub- 
jects for pity. It isa pity that they should 
not have such rudiments of education as 
would enable them to see the suicidal 
folly of their behavior. They are capa- 
ble of being educated to this point 
only in the. painful and _ expensive 
school of experience, and they are in the 
way to learn their lesson. It is reported 
that the men who handle soft coal at South 
Amboy, who struck because they were 
ordered to strike, without any grievance 
whatever against their employers, already 
repent their action. It may be safely pre- 
dicted that the other strikers will soon be 
,in the same wholesome and remorseful 
‘state of mind, if they are not so now. 
If they put themselves in the hands 
of men who get their livings as execu- 
tive committeemen and walking delegates, 
they must take the consequences. When 
they have taken them for a time they will 
be moved to meditate upon the propriety of 
abridging the powers of the walking dele- 
gates. The sooner that time comes the 
better for everybody. The more rope the 
walking delegate gets and the more out- 
rageous and absurd his performances, the 
nearer is he to his fall. It seems asif he 
had reached the climax of outrage and ab- 
surdity in his demand that all industry 
shall cease until some coal heavers in Jer- 
‘sey City are allowed to heave coal on their 
own terms. His frantic behavior. is thus a 
blessing in disguise, and good citizens should 
wish more power to him until he is thor- 
oughly discredited. 


THE RIOT RELIEF FUND. 

A bill is soon to be introduced in the Leg- 
islature to incorporate the ‘Riot Relief 
Fund,” thus giving it a legal standing, and 
aiding to perpetuate it as a meansof en- 
couraging heroism and devotion to duty 
among the police of this city. ‘The good 
work accomplished by means of this fund 
is done with so little ostentation that it is 
scarcely ever spoken of beyond the range 
of its beneficiaries, but to them itis known 
asone of the noblest agents for rewarding 
merit that exists in the community. The 
fund was established during the draft riots 
of 1863 by LEONARD W. JEROME, HENRY 
J. RAYMOND, and PAUL ForRBES, the object 
being to aid the families of policemen who 
were killed or wounded on their posts. It 
amounted to a little less than $55,000, of 
which nearly $23,000 was distributed at 
once for the relief of policemen and their 
families. The balance wasinvested in Gov- 
ernment securities and deposited in the 
Union Trust Company as a permanent fund 
for rewarding brave policemen or caring for 
their families, and it has been used for this 
object ever since. 


The original Trustees of the fund were 
LEONARD W. JEROME, Isaac BELL, SHEP- 
HERD Knapp, and W. R. VERMILYE. The 
practical management fell to Mr. BELL, and 
has remained with him ever since. He 
and Mr. JEROME are the only members of 
the original board now living, Mr. Knapp 
and Mr. VERMILYE having been succeeded 
by Mr. WILLIAM H. -APPLETON and Mr. 
GEORGE JONES. Whenever a call for the 
relief of worthy policemen or their families 
has arisen the fund has been freely drawn 
upon, and so promptly that the aid has 
always come when it was most needed. 
There has been no tedious delay in the ap- 
propriations from the Riot Relief Fund. 
The St. Patrick’s Day riot of 1867 was 
followed by a distribution of $3,350, and 
the Orange riot of 1871 by an appropriation 
of $10,000. Twice since then the Trustees 
have given $10,000 for the aid of the Police 
Pension Fund, and when a balance was 
struck a few ‘days ago before sending a 
check for $1,000 to the Police Board for 
Sergt. DELANEY, it was found that $55,000, 
or more than the original amount collected, 
had been distributed. Yet the Trustees now 
have on hand $54,258, or just about the 
same amount which was subscribed twenty- 
three years ago. The request for the incor- 
poration of afund so ably managed, and 
intheinterest of such purely philanthropic 
motives as this, should meet with no friction 
inthe Legislature, and it doubtless will 
meet with none. It will be an honor to the 
State to confer legal rights on a fund which 
has done and promises to doso much for the 
cause of official fidelity. 


Mr. DRAPER, the State Superintendent of 


Public Instruction, has prepared a bill 
which Mr. Hustep fathers in the House, 
providing for a uniform examination of 
persons desiring a license to teach in the 
public schools. At present such a license is 
issued by the local school authorities, Com- 
missioners, or Superintendents, and its 
value as an evidence of capacity varies 
with the character of these authorities. In 
some cases it is, of course, adequate evi- 
dence; in more it is doubtful; in 
it is valueless, and in a few it is worse 
than that. Mr. DRAPER proposes exam- 
inations to be held in various parts of 
the State on the same day of each year 
by the local authorities on papers pre- 
pared in the State Education Department, 
to be returned for inspection and mark- 
ing to that department. Every one with 
a right to have an opinion on this plan, 
including the teachers’ organizations, ap- 
pears to approve it, and, properly carried 
out, it would unquestionably be a great 
improvement over the present haphazard 
way of doing things.

A BIG CLAIM AGAINST A COUNTY. 

LovuIsvi1_E, Ky., Jan. 25.—In the United 
States Court here to-day Theodore Thompson, a 
citizen of Illinois, filed suit against James D. 


Calvert, County Judge of Allen County, ‘Ky. 
The plaintiff asks for a mandamus against 
Judge Calvert to compel him to have certain 
taxes collected to satisfy judgments plaintiff has 
obtained against the county. Thompson sued 
Allen County on some old Cumberland and Ohio 
Railroad bonds. Oct. 18, 1876, he obtained 
judgment for $799,855. To satisfy this 
@ tax of 55 cents was levied and 
ports collected, but Thompson claims a 
alance of $593,205. On Feb. 21, 1878, he got 
anotherjudgment for $703,213, which is still 
unsatisfied. On Oct. 6, 1879, he got a third 
judgment for $1,515,590, For this a tax of 
$2 08 was levied, but not collected. Thompson 
now alleges that the county owes him a total of 
$3,269,188, including interest on the judgments, 
He also wants $47,979 costs. He desires the 
Federal Court to compel Judge Calvert to a 
point a collector who will gather the unpaid 
taxes, also to levy any additional taxes neces 
gary.

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THE ANGRY PARISHIONERS 


STILL BITTER ABOUT THE LOSS 
OF THEIR PASTOR. 

THE LIGHT OUT ON THE HIGH ALTAR 
., PLANS OF TRE PARISHIONERS—A 
TALK WITH FATHER DONNELLY. 

“The light is out on the high altar’ was 
passed from mouth to ear all over the parish of 
St. Stephen's yesterday morning, and many of 
the hearers looked upon it as a bad omen. 
On the high altar of every Cathulic 
cburch, before the tabernacle which contains 
the holy sacrament, is a light which ought te be 
kept perpetually burning. In St. Stephen’s the 
light is furnished by a small lamp holding pink 
-oiland suspended from the ceiling by slender 
brass chains. It is the duty of the sacristan to 
keep the lamp in order and fill it with oil. He 
either forgot or neglected his duties and the 
light went out. 

At first the people who came to the church, 
especially the women, were full of superstitious 
fears that 1t was a judgment upon their conduct 


iu regard to Dr. McGlynn. But some ene assert- 
ed that the lamp went out because the church 
had a priest over it who was not its rightful 
Pastor; that such a calamity bad never ar 
pened while Dr. McGlynn was there. 8 
speech changed the current of sentiment, and 
last evening all the women and girls who, as 
usual, crowded around Dr. McGlynn’s old con- 
fessional in the basement joyfully referred to it 
as the condemnation of Father Donnelly. 

The parishioners have at length got themselves 
into such a state of excitement that they easily 
credit all sorts of stories.. One yesterday was 
that Father Donnelly was going away to-day 
and that the Rev. Dr. Curran, whe is the first 
assistant Pastor and a firm friend of Dr. 
McGiynn, was to again assume the con- 
trol of the arish, which he exercised 
during Dr. MoGlynn’s suspension and up to the 
time of his supercession. There is no truth in 
the story. Father Donnelly said, when it was 
reported to him, that he was not going away to- 
day, nor very soon, he was sorry to say; that he 
had only come to St. Stephen’s because the 
Archbishop had directed him tv. In response 
to. an inquiry as to the truth of a stor 
prevalent in the parish that he had vol- 
unteered | come to St. Stephen's, he laughed 
heartily and denied it emphatically. ‘I. am the 
permanent Pastor of St. Michael's,” said he, “a 

sh which contains 10,000 souls. I have 
‘enough to do there. You can imagine whether I 
desired to add to my responsibilities the care of 
‘such an immense parish as this—the largest in 
the United States, and, I think, in the world— 
numbering about 15,000 souls. Especially, too, 
when I know something about the deplorable 
financial condition it is in.” 

Father Donnelly was asked to give an idea of 
the debt ofthe church. He declined at first, but 
atlengthsaid: ‘‘ The trith isitis ina bad way, 
but Icannot give the exact figures, for I have 
been unable to get a sight of the books of ac- 
pount. Indeed, Iam not absolutely certain that 
there are any such books» I have asked Dr. 
McGiynn’s private secretary, Philip Smith, 
for em several times, but I only get 
avasive replies. My investigations satisfy 
me, however, that the debt of the par- 
ish is not far from $150,000. Of this 
£110,000 is secnred by a mortgage on the 
church to the Seamen’s Savings Bank. Of the 
remainder severa! thousands of dollars are 
owing to servant girls who have lent their sav- 
inge to Dr. McGlynn. Nobody need feel alarmed, 
however; every one will be paid. I shall not stay 
here myself more than two months I expect. But 
the priest whom the Archbishop will select to be 
the new Rector will undoubtedly be a man of 
financial ability, besides having the other at- 
tributes necessary for the successful adminis- 
tration of this great parisb. 

“ The revenue of St. Stephen’s is from $50,000 
to $80,000 a year. With such a revenue, with 

roper financial management, the debt ought to 
Se eines out and parochial schools established 
and sustained. In St. Michael’s parish, where 
my flock is only two-thirds the size of that of St. 
Stephen’s, I have built and paid for afine church, 
a fine priest’s house—mucpb better than this one 
here—a boys’ school, a girls’ school, a convent, 
anda home for destitute children on Staten 
Jsland. The church property in St. Michael's is 
worth $500,000, and there is not a dollar of debt 
on it.” 

Father Donnelly was asked about the claim of 
some of the parishioners that they owned the 
church, and therefore ought to be allowed to use 
it for their meetings. “They are mistaken.” 
Baid the Father; “the church is owned by 
the cerporation of St. Stephen‘s, the 
Trustees of which are the Archbishop and 
the Vicar-General of the diocese, the Pas- 
tor of S8t. Stephen’s, and two laymen 
whose names I forget. The parishioners have 
by no means paid all the money toward the 
building of the church which has been paid. 
They may not know it, but they are indebted 
to me for the means of —— their church. 
Nearly 40 years ago the v. Dr. Cummings 
obtained from Archbishop Hughes 
mission to build a church in this _ part 
of the city. He had nu money, and for 
various reasons besides he could get no ground. 
Atthat time I wasastudent at St. Joseph’s 
Seminary in Fordham, and I was the Executor 
of the estate of Michael Gafney. A part of that 
estate consisted of four full lots and four gore 
lots at the corner of Twenty-fifth-street and 
Madison-avenue, where the .Madison-Square 
Garden now stands. ; 

“While Dr. Cummings was hunting for a site 
for his church, and almost ready to give up, 4 
prominent Catholic—the late Patrick McEl- 
roy—told him of this property and said, 
‘Why not try Mr. Donnelly? He came 
to me, and I sold him the property for 
$14,000. He not only paid no money down, 
but I lent him $1,000 and took a mortgage 
on the property forthe whole amount. There 
he built the temporary St. Stephen’s Church. 
After some yearsi the property greatly increased 
in value, and itwas sold for a large sum in ex- 
cess of the purchase price, and Dr. Cummings 
bought the present site of St. Stephen’s and 
erected thereon the front part of the church on 
Twenty-eichth-street. By and by Dr. Cummings 
wanted to enlarge it and Archbishop Hughes 
made him obtain a subscription of $30,000 before 
he would let him begin. He had partly finished 
this addition, which made the church the size it 
is now, when he died, and Dr. McGlynn com- 
pleted what Dr. Cummings had begun. So, you 
see, if I had not let Dr. Cummings have the land 
without the payment of a dollar, and, moreover, 
lent him money with which to begin, there 
would be no such St. Stephen’s Church as now 
stands.” 

Father Donnelly denies the report that he is 
to remove the destitute children from the home 
which Dr. McGlynn established in the three 
houses on East Se SO et, raat west 
of St. S8tephen’s Church, and turn the place into 
@ parochiai school. “I am here only temporarily 
and I shall attempt no reformation of that kind. 
I will leave it to my successor.” This story 
probably originated in the removal of a hundred 
or more of the children from the home about the 
1st of January, by order of the Board of Health, 
on the ground that it was too crowded. They 
were taken to other institutions and are well 
cared for. About 180 still remain there. 

At the regular nightly meeting of the com- 
mittee, the idea of hiring a hall and holdinga 
—— meeting of the parishioners was aban- 

oned, and it was voted instead to issue the re- 
port of the committee which waited upon the 
Archbishop, with the resolutions in regard to 
Dr. McGlynn, in a pamphiet, of which 50,000 
copies are to be distributed next Sunday. The 
following gentiemen have been made the Trus- 
tees of the McGlynn fund: Patrick Corr, George 
Maughan, John Dunn, James McHugh, Michael 
Martin. Dr. Carey is the Treasurer, and Mr. 
Maughan the Assistant Treasurer. 

Father Donnelly will say mass next Sunday, 
probably the first at 5:30 in the morning. He 
will also pass the baskets around for contribu- 
tions. and a force of policemen will be present to 
see that order is preserved. Father Donnelly will 
soon hear confessions. 

Dr. McGlynn was still better yesterday, and 
he and his secretary, Philip Smith, began to look 
over his papers preparatory to writing out his 
full answer to the Archbishop. 

Talk with parishioners about Father Donnel- 
ly’s refusal to allow the meeting to be held in 
Hs basement showed that they are very much 

royoked. One of them said that the Archbishop 
Bad made agreat mistake in sending Father 
Donnelly there; that he musf go away soon or 
personal violence will be done to him. Several 
others say the same thing. The women are very 
bitter. At 7:30 last evening Father Donnelly 
went into the basement, where there was a 
crowdof them around Dr. MeGlynn’s confes- 
sional, stilltrimmed with flowers aud adorned 
with his portrait, and urged them 
to go home. After some abuse aes

wowen followed him, and, as fast as he turned 
out one light, relighted it. Then he went 
away. At about 10. o’clock, the usual 
hour ‘for closing tke church, he returned 
and came face to face with Maggie Cregan, Dr. 
McGlynn’s old servant. He asked her to shake 
hands with him and be friends, but she refused. 
The women hissed him as he retired.

A SOCIETY LEADER OF HALF A CENT- 
URY AGO. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 25.—Mrs. Phebe 
Boyd, widow of David Boyd, Sr., died at the 
residence of her grandchildren, at the northeast 
corner of Eighteenth and Hamilton streets, last 
night, of paralysis. Mrs. Boyd was born in 
Penn’s Square, a hamlet three miles north- 


east of Norristown, Aug. 15, 1794, and was the 

randdaughter of Major-Gen. Arthur St. Clair, of 

Revolutionary fame, who was a direct descend- 
ant from the Earl of the Orkney Isles, afterward 
of Caithness and Roslyn. Mrs. Boyd was a wom- 
an of remarkable force of character and wonder- 
ful business tact. Asan Executrix she settled 
several estates, andup to her final hour managed 
her domestic affairs in a thoroughly practical 
manner. She was a liberal and frequent con- 
tributor to charitable organizations, and many 
poor people will recall her kindly face and ever 
open purse. She was aregular attendant at the 
Rev. Henry McCook’s church when it was on 
Broad-street, above Chestnut, until prevented by 
the increasing weight of old age. 

Half a century ago Mrs, Boyd was one of so- 
ciety’s acknowledged leaders. Her trenchant 
wit and wonderful conversational powers gained 
for her a widespread reputation.

PUPILS RESENTING THEIR TEACHER’S 


DISMISSAL. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 25.—Four hnndred 
school children, from 5 to.15 years of age, went 
on a strike to-day at the George B. McClellan Con- 
solidated School at Edgemont and Neff strects, in 
the Twenty-fifth Ward, because Mrs. Mary Spal- 
len, the Supervising Principal, had been sum- 
marily dismissed by five of the members of the 
Sectional Board. Last Saturday night seven 
of the members of the board met 


in the Directors’ room of the H. W. Halli- 
well School, in response to a notice that 
gave no indication of the important busi- 
ness to be done. Dr. Ziegler then pre- 
ferred the charge of instibordination against 
Mrs. Spallen, claiming that she had refused to 
hold the examination in the schoolhouse, 
though instructed to do so by two members 
of the board. Mr. Schlishter then moved to 
vacate the position of Mrs. Spallen. which was 
accordingly done, and Miss Helen Jones, of the 
Halliwell School, was elected to take Mrs. Spal- 
len’s place. 

Yesterday Dr. Ziegler went to the McClelland 
School and informed Mrs. Spallen that 
her position had been declared vacant 
by the board. When the scholars 
were informed that their Supervising 
Principal had been dismissed, they burst into 
tears, the big 14-year-old boys boo-hooing as 
vigorously as the 45-year-old youngsters. 
Their sorrow, however, soon gave wa 
to anger, and three . boys, Josep 
Filer, Edward Murdoch, and William Gibbons, 
planned the little surprise party which to-day 
tilled Port Richmond with wildest excitement. 
When Janitor Leahy rang the school bell at 9 
o’clock this morning he was greeted with a 
yell of derision by the four hundred and odd 
bors and girls gathered on the. pavement 
outside the sehool, and denizens of the 
neighborhood were treated to an  im- 
Rreenes procession, participated in by about 

00 boys of all sizes, carrying broomsticks and 
canes, and as many girls waving their hand- 
kerchiefs and joining with their = shrill 
little voices in the chorus of cheers. Many of 
the boys had decorated themselves with 

and called themselves the Knights 

afterward changing their 

Knights of McClellan. In 

vain Janitor Leahy struggled with that 

determined little mob in his endeavors to force 

them into the school, as the teachers, with hor- 

ror depicted on their features, held up their 

hands in astonishment at the flagrant disobedi- 
ence of the scholars. 

At 10 o’clock Dr. Zeigler drove up to 
the school and sternly ordered the  recal- 
citrant pupils to enter the building. His 
orders were treated with — scorn, and 
three cheers were given for Mrs. Spallen, 
followed by three groans for “ old Zeigler,” 
accompanied by a_ threat to pull his 
whiskers. With considerable trepidation 
the Director entered the building and 
dispatched a messenger to the Twenty- 
Fourth District Police Station for aid. Lieut. 
Clase shortly after arrived, accompanied by six 
officers. By this time the streets in the vicinity 
of the school were crowded with spectators, 
who cheered the strikers and jeered the police, 
who were making futile efforts to force the chil- 
dren intothe school. As fast.as the boys were 
pushedin at one door they would come rushing 
out of another, resuming their places in the 
mob and determinedly resisting the officers. 
For an hour the police struggled with 
the boys and then gave up in dis- 
gust, Dr. Ziegler in the meanwhile being 
afraid to leaye the building for fear the boys 
would carry into effect their threat to pull his 
whiskers. It was not until noon that the mob 
dispersed only to resume operations after dinner. 

At2 o’clock the strikers were reinforced ‘by a 
number of boys from the secondary and 
primary schools, and made another demons- 
tratian in front of the school house. 
As the police did not appear, however, 
and Dr. Ziegler had gone, they adjourned 
to a large pond on _  Alleghany-avenue, 
near the Delaware River, where, in per- 
forming some military evolutions on 
the ice, they all broke through into water 
waist deep. No one was drowed, but the en- 
thusiasm of the strikers suffered aslight relapse. 

Miss Jones, Mrs. Spallen’s successor, was 
afraid to go near the school, although Dr. Ziegler 
called for her and guaranteed his protection. 
The strikers have no feeling against ker or any 
other teacher, and sent a communication to that 
eftect to Miss Brady, the Assistant Principal, 
but at the same time informing her 
that they would not return until Mrs. 
Spallen had been reinstated. To-night the 
feeling was intense against the five Directors 
who voted to dismiss Mrs. Spallen, and the ac- 
tion of the strikers was approved by their pa- 
rents and the residents of the district generally. 
Another meeting is to be held to-morrow night. 


A BOLD SAFE ROBBERY. 


THE SUCCESSFUL EXPLOIT OF THREE 
MASKED MEN. 

RICHMOND, Texas, Jan.: 25.—This morn- 
ing at about 1 o’clock three masked men entered 
the Santa Fé station at this town, presented 
drawn pistols at the head of Mr. Gregory, the 
porter, who was asleep on the floor, and com- 
manded him to throw up his hands. He com- 


plied with the request. A robber then opened 
the door leading to the ticket office, and also the 
door from the ticket office to the freight room, 
where he marched his man, and held a revolver 
to his head, while the other two proceeded to 
drill into the safe. After drilling a short 
time with but small prospect of success, 
they abandoned their effort and walked over 
to a tent where Mr. Hagen, the agent, lived, and 
was sound asleep. They called Hagen by name, 
telling him to get up quickly, as the whole sta- 
tion was on fire. AS Hagen came out he was 
seized by the throat by one of the robbers, and 
both of them led and. dragged him over to the 
station, where they made him open the safe. 
From this they took $1,000 received by express 
from Galveston for one of the leading merchants, 
August Meyers; $235 belonging to Hagen, the 
agent; $70 belonging to Gregory, the porter; a 
time check belonging to Hagen and one belong- 
ing to Gregory for $30, making $1,400 in cash 
and checks. 

The burglars then ordered the two men 
not to move under penalty of death 
and walked out. The two men, after standing 
for a few minutes, walked out of the station, but 
nothing could be seen or heard of the robbers. 
It is not known whether they were on horse- 
back or on foot; neither is thereany clue to 
their identity. The thing was so quietly done 
that no one knew of the matter until after day- 
light. There was a loaded double-barreled 
shotgun standing where Gregory, the porter, 
lay. This they took with them. Their familiar- 
ity with the place, as well as thenames of the 
agent and porter, leaves the impression that 
they don’t live far off, and by some hook or 
erook knew of the receipt of that $1,000. They 
also took tools, with which they attempted to 
enter the safe with them. The station is one 
mile from the business portion of the town, with 
no one living close to it.

Resolved, That each representative immediately 
notify his shippers and agents of this action. 

The big shippers of this city are protected by 
contracts which guarantee them a rate of 5 
cents less than tariff or the lowest rates shippers 
at other points may receive, and the above ac- 
tion is calculated to drive amall shippers in this 
city who have no friends at court out of the 
business.

STAMMERERS AND STUTIERERS.

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A OASE OF INFANTICIDE. 

NeEw-HAVEN, Conn., Jan. 25.—A joiner 
who is at work upon a house near the shore at 
West Haven, while looking out upon the water 
to-day, discovered well up among the rocks that 
form a sort of breakwater the body of a female 
infant in a nude state. The Medical Examiner 
was summoned and the body taken to the 


Morgue. An examination revealed black and 
blue marks about the neck, and in a nightdress 
which by the action of the waves had been -torn 
from the body, was found a strong cord, which 
was apparently the cause of death, asthe gathers 
in the neckband remained firmly in place, prov- 
ing without a doubt that the child was mur- 
dered by atrangulation. A careful search along 
the beach revealed other articles of baby wear- 
ing apparel, all of the richest material. Several 
clues have been found that may lead to the de- 
tection of the criminal. The Medical Examiner 
holds to the theory that the child was first 
strangled to death and then taken to the shore 
and thrown into the water, the clothes being 
secreted in some nook, which the waves un- 
earthed. The baby had evidently been in the 
water but a day or two. 
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A JURY UNABLE TO AGREE. 
NEw-HAVEN, Conn., Jan. 25.—The Morse 
arson trial was concluded to-day, the lawyers oc- 
cupying most of the day in summing up the case, 
which went to the jury at 4 o’clock. As the trial 


has abounded in sensations from the start, 
charges and counter-charges of bribery having 
been made, the close was not the less marked, 
for to-night the jury cameinfor their share of 
the charges, and bribery is hinted at in their 
case, for after two hours of consultation the 12 
men came into court and announced that they 
could not agree upon a verdict. When the dis- 
agreement waa announced to the court Judge 
Andrews created another surprise, for instead of 
either sending them back to try again or dis- 
charge them, as is the rule, he allowed the jury 
to go to their homes for the night, instructing 
them to come together in the morning and try 
and reach a verdict. This is considered a little 
singular im a criminal case of this kind, in which 
the charge is 80 grave, although in cases of much 
less moment such things are frequently done in 
Connecticut. Among the lawyers Judge An- 
drews’s action is severely criticised. 


THEY WANT A NEW RECEIVER. 
CHICAGO, Jan. 25.—An omnibus bill was 
filed to-day in the Superior Court by Messts. Mc- 
Clellan & Cummins on behalfof the numerous 
creditors of the Chicago Drug and Chemical 


Company, which failed lately, against the com- 
pany and others to set aside a number of confes- 
sions against the company. The claims of the 
complainants aggregate $7,300. It is charged 
that the confessions‘of judgment were given 
without any consideration, that Hines, 
the President, had no power to make 
the notes, and that they were given for 
the purpose of defrauding the general creditors. 
Rudolph Schlosser was subsequently appointed 
Receiver, and he is said to be unacquainted with 
the business and likely to be governed by Hines, 
who until recently was his partner in the liquor 
business. The compiainants ask that the two 
judgments—$73,500 in favor of George Ehret, 
the New-York brewer, and $5,200in favor of 
the Chicago National Bank—may be set aside as 
fraudulent, and that a new Receiver be appoint- 
ed to wind up the company’s affairs in the inter- 
est of all the creditors.

STUPIDITY WHICH SHOWS THE NEED 
OF CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 

New-Brunswick, N. J., Jan. 25.—I was 
not a civil service refurmer. Iam now. Post 
Offices and Postmasters converted me. You 
city people don’t know all about Post Offices. I 
don’t know all about them myself, but I know 
something, and that something has taught me 
that Postmasters should pass a civil service ex- 
alinatiun if nobody else does. There’s Lawbert- 
ville. Your correspondent has had the fortune 
to pay Lambertville a visit. Lambertville is a 
flourishing town in this State and it has a Post- 
master, like a goud many towus that are not 
flourishing. His name is Forran, or some such 
name as that, and he is an Irishman, not one of 
these bright, quick Irishmen one sees and reads 
about, but a stupid Irishman. I think he is 
about the worst specimen of a Post Office man- 
ager I ever heard of, and I'll tell you some of his 
blunders—only a few. 

A letter came once day for William Blank. 
“William, Blank,” said our Postmaster musing- 
ly, “ William Blank. There ain’t no William 
Blank here except Willie Blank, old John Blank’s 


little boy. A little feller like him can’t be gettin’ 
aletter. Guess this must be fur Bill Blank up 
ter Mount Airy.” And the knowing Postmaster 
actually changed the address and sent the letter 
to Mount Airy for the William Blank there. 
William Blank took it home and found it was 
not for him, and eventually it came back to Lam- 
bertville and “ Willie Blank, John Blank’'s little 
boy,” received itin due time. Despite the Post- 
Inaster’s doubts it was for him. It was an invi- 
tation to a children’s sociable that had long 
Ppoesed and been forgotten and over which Willie 

ad almost cried his eyes out because he received 
no invitation. 

Now for another: ‘Are there any letters for 
John Smith?” asked a personage of that illustri- 
ous house as he walked into the Post Office. 

‘*Fur John Smith? No, there ain’t none fur 
John Smith. Here’s one fur John Smith Es- 
quire. D’you know him?’ 

John Smith did know “John Smith Esquire.” 
He explained Mr. Esquire’s identity to Mr. For- 
ran, and the letter reached its proper destination. 

“T’m going to Orange for a week,” said a 

oung lay as she :paused at the window of the 

mbertville Post Office. *‘ Would you kindly 
forward my mailto me? Just scratch out the 
Lambertville address and write Orange and it 
will reach me.” 


“Yis, mum, I will, mum,” said the Lambert- 
ville Postmaster. 

The young lady went to Orange, and not a let- 
ter came for her during her entire absence. She 
came back, and on the first morning after her 
arrival stopped at the Post Oitice for her mail. 
The Postmaster said that she had lots of it. 
‘* Tt wouldn’t all get in yer box, mum,” and he 
hauled outa huge pile of letters. The young 
lady hunted around for a basket but found none; 
she managed to get the letters home unas- 
sisted by the truckmen, and found every one of 
them addressed to Lambertville scratched and 
redirected to’Orange. The Postmaster had 
obeyed orders, but he had put the letters in the 
lady’s box! Heaven only knows how he ex- 
pected them to reach her. I don’t know how 
the Postmaster obtained his position. I don’t 
know who signed his petition. I don’t know 
what, if any, his party services had been that 
he should be misfitted into his position; but I do 
know that a little civil service reform—a little 
civil service reform in the party, as the politi- 
cians are proud of putting it, if nothing better— 
would have good results here. 

But Lambertville is not the only town with a 
dumb Postmaster. I have lived in one where a 
letter came for Stephen Dash; and Stephen 
Dash came for it. “ No,” said the Postmaster, 
“thereisno letters for Steven Dash. Here’s 
one for Step-hen Dash.” It was all the same in 
Dutch, and Stephen got his letter. 

At the Woodbridge Post Office the war has not 
ceased yet; and the friends of David Carpenter, 
the old Postmaster, who was removed because 
he removed his Post Office to the other end of 
town, are making it iri 4 yet. The owners of 
the building from which he removed his office 
happened to be influential Democrats, and Car- 
penter had to go.

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A PROHIBIIION AMENDMENT. 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE PENNSYLVANIA 
LEGISLATURE. 

HARRISBURG, Penn.; Jan. 25.—In the Leg- 
islature to-day the ‘‘me of the Senate was oc- 
cupied chiefly in the consideration of appoint- 
ments made by Gov. Pattison during the re- 
cess between the sessions of 1885 and 1887.

The rejection of Amernian is regarded by even 
some Republicans as a hardship, as he was an 
energetic and capable officer and performed his 
duties in a manner which won general commeu- 
dation from the lega} profession.

ARTICLE 19.—The manufacture, sale or keeping for 
sale of intoxicating liquor, to be used as a beverage, 
is hereby prohibited, and any violation of this pro- 
hibition shalt be a misdemeanor punishable as shall 
be provided by law. The manufacture, sale, or keep- 
ing for sale of intoxicating liquor for other purposes 
than a8 @ beverage may be allowed in such manner 
only as shall be prescribed by law. The General As- 
sembly shall, at the session first succeeding the 
adoption of this article of the Constitution. énact 
laws with adequate penalties for its enforcement.

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BIERAL'S PLEA OF INSANITY 


CONTINUING THE TRIAL OF MR. 
BEATTIE’S ASSAILANT. 

GEN. SICKLES ON THE STAND TO TESTIFY 
TO THE PROBABLE CAUSE OF BIERAL’S 
LACK OF RESPONSIBILITY. 

Louis Bieral was again in the United 
States Circuit Court yesterday, on trial for the 
shooting of Surveyor Hans 8. Beattie last No- 
vember. The demeanor of the old man had 
changed from the listless indifference ne showed 
on Monday to tearful interest. He frequently 
applied a handkerchief to his eyes. Mrs. Bieral 
and her little boy were in court, but evinced no 
emotion. Thomas Grieve, an old friend of Bieral, 
who had fought with him at Ball’s Blufl, sat near 
ex-Judge Curtis, counsel for the defense, and 
wept loudly, taking voluminous notes during his 
quieter moments. SurveyorHansS. Beattie was 
present, carefully dressed, wearing natty tan 
gloves, and carrying a silver-headed cane. AS 
the afternoon wore on Gen. Daniel E. Sickles, 
who was to have been Bieral’s senior counsel, 
came in and remained until the session was 
closed. Assistant United States District At- 
torney Foster opened the case for the Govern- 
ment, and detailed the facts connected with 
Bieral’s appointment as Custom House inspector, 
and his suspension and his crime. 

Surveyor Beattie wascalled to the stand, which 
he approached somewhat nervously. He did 
not even look pleased when, later on, ex-Judge 
Curtis saia he had always heard that Mr. Beattie 
was “a very accomplished lawyer, familiar with 


the rules of evidence.” The Surveyor said he 
first knew Bieral as an inspector of customs. It 
was at his recommendation that the man was 
removed, though he had never had any personal 
interviews with him. He detailed the circum- 
stances of the shooting, which, he said, took 
lace in his private office. The door was sud- 
Soar opened and the prisoner rushed into the 
room, and exclaimed, with an oath, “Cll teach 
you.” Hethen presented a revolver and fired. 
“I threw up my armsto catch the revolver,” 
said the Surveyor, ‘‘and the next shot went 
through my hand. I then withdrew as quickly 
as I could, and going toa sliding door, tried to 
attract the attention of whoever was in the out- 
side office. The ball remains yet in my groin.” 

“ Had you any arms in your hand at the time?” 
asked Gen. Foster. 

*T had a pen.” 

“«In other respects you were unarmed.” 

“T was.” 

On cross-examination Surveyor Beattie said 
that Bieral was an exclusive exa:winer of immi- 
grants’ baggage. 

“ Did he ever have a hearing on the charge for 
which he was dismissed }” askeadex-Judge Curtis. 

“He did; before myself.” 

Then the ex-Judge tried to put a number of 
questions about that charge. He was not suc- 
cessfulin obtaining answers, however, as they 
Were not allowed. “Our theory is,” said ex- 
Judge Curtis, in stentorian tones, “ that the re- 
spondent was removed on a false and unjust xe- 
eusation made by aperson whose language he 
could not comprehend. We think that for some 
exigency, political or otherwise, his place was 
needed, and he was removed without a sufficient 
trial. He was nearly 75 years of age, and hada 
family to es ag By reason of his discharge 
he was penniless. His family were reduced to 
the verge of penury. That, taken in conjunction 
with his mental condition, which had existed 
since the battle of Ball’s Bluff, when he was 
wounded in the head, produced a condition of 
mind that we shall establish beyond peradvent- 
ure. It caused him to cease to be a responsible 
and moral agent, andin this state he wreaked 
the vengeance of a maniac upon the man associ- 
ated with his troubles. So far from any cow- 
ardice of disposition being his characteristic, 
the contrary was the case. He wasoneof the 
heroic spirits of the age and of the war.” 

Then ex-Judge Curtis asked the Surveyor 
whether he and Bieral were of the same political 
party, and whether the Surveyor was not “* what 
is termed a Democrat.” The questions were not 
allowed. 

“Did yon ever say that you were opposed to 
having such old men iti the service ?” 

**T have said that there should be some pro- 
vision by the Government for the accommoda- 
tion of persons who had been long in the service, 
afd who had done their duty faithfully. In the 
absence of such provision the public service 
should not be obstructed by the presence of 
dead wood.” 

William H. Johnstone, of Philadelphia, who 
was talking to the Surveyor at the timeof the 
shooting, said that Bieral, after the attack upon 
Mr. Beattie, turned the pistol! upon him. ‘ For- 
tunately the cap didn’t explode and I was 
saved,” hesaid. **During the little entertain- 
ment with myself Mr. Beattie cot away. I 
knew of a private door leading from the room 
and I gotout. Bieral followed me immediately. 
Istopped in oneof the corridors.and I heard 
him say ‘ Where is he? rushing around with the 
pistol in his hand.” 

Policeman Leroy Snyder, who arrested Bieral, 
testified that the prisoner said: “He took the 
bread from my family, I shot him, and you'd have 
done the same yourself.” To Sergt. Oates, of 
the First Precinct, Bieral said: ** ’'d just as leef 
be under as on the top.” 

Jobn J. Rabinian, a Custom House Inspector, 
was the next interesting witness. He said that 
Bieral came to him after his dismissal looking 
very excited. “I said: ‘You take things very 
hard for a brave man and a soldier.’ He simply 
replied: ‘Good-day. I think I'll go up town and 
kill my wife and little boy.’ I said: ‘ You’ll be 
hanged.’ ‘No,’ he answered, ‘Ill kill myself 
afterward.’ Itold him I was astonished at him. 
I never heard him say anything against the Sur- 
veyor.” Alexander Stern, another Custom 
House employe, testified that Bieral said that if 
be didn’t get back to his old position his family 
would starve and he would kill the Surveyor. 

That ended the case for the prosecution. Ex- 
Judge Curtis, in opening for the defense, made a 
long and flowery address, concluding: ‘* We ask 
that this old warrior, whoin the days gone has 
served his country in the field of battle, should 
not die in a felon’s cell; that his reputation—the 
dearest legacy he has for his little boy—be not 
jJeprously tainted with the stain of the convict; 
that he be allowed to die in anasylum for the in- 
sane.” 

Gen. Daniel E. Sickles then came into the 
toom. He had just arrived from Washington, 
his visit being made in order that he could do 
gilin his power for Bieral. He was to return 
last night. 

“Tt met Bieral, whom I have known for 20 
years,” he said, ‘two or three days before the 
shooting of the Surveyor. I was strack with the 
change in his appearance. He said he had been 
looking forme. I said,‘ Why didn’t you come to 
my house? His answer was quite disconnected 
and incoherent. I saw that he was very much 
changed and that was the matter. [had diffi- 
culty in getting any statement. 1 gathered that 
be had been dismissed from the Custom House, 
as he said, ‘fora nasty two-dollar charge.’ He 
said his boy was starving and that he had no 
friends. His remarks were ejaculatory. I tried 
to get a narrative, but was unable to do so. I 
offered to serve him, as I had originally done, in 
potting him his appointment. I asked him why 

e had not been to see me. ‘I have no friends,’ 
he replied. ‘They’re tired of me—of alli us sol- 
dier boys.’ He had a desolate, spare Jook about 
his face. As soon asI heard of the shooting of 
the Surveyor, and before the name of Bieral was 
mentioned, I connected the occurrence with this 
interview, so strong was the impression it made 
upon me. Bieral was irrational.” 

** Do youknow anything about his warrecord?”’ 
asked ex-Judge Curtis. 

* Good, good, noble, conspicuously good!” ex- 
claimed Gen. Sickles. ‘‘ As brave a man as ever 
drew asword. Such an act was wholly out of 
character with Louis Bieral. He wasn’t the sort 
of man to do a cowardly act in his right mind. 
There conld be no strouger proof for me that he, 
wasn’t in his right mind. I’ve known him so 
long.” 

‘* Was not Bieral wounded at Ball’s Bluff?” 

“ He was wounded in the head by a fragment 
of ashell while rescuing Gen. Baker.” 

“ Was he not engaged in a remarkably heroic 
a I bject,” 1 

**T object,” said Gen. Foster, and the Judg 
thought the objection was right. ae 

“ Did you see him receive the wound?” asked 
Gen. Foster. 

‘Twas with my troops a short distance away,” 
said Gen. Sickles; ** but I saw him afterward, 
with his head bandaged.” 

‘“*Was not Bieral a political heeler?’ asked 
Gen. Foster. 

** By no means,” was the quick rejoinder. ** He 
belonged to aclass of men that doesn’t exist 
now, such as Bill Poole, Tom Hyer, and Dutch 
Charlie, the devoted followers of men promi- 
nent in political life in New-York, such as John 
Van Buren and Augustus Schell.” 

Thomas Grieve, who fought with Bieral, was 
then called. He had wiped the blood from Bie- 
ral’s wound. “He was rescuing the body of 
Gen, Baker from the rebels,” he said. Then he 
told how Bieral had been despondent before the 
shooting and had tried to borrow a pistol from 
him several times, ‘‘ That little boy—” 

** Stand up, sonny,” called ex-Judge Curtis to 
Bieral’s chiid at the end of the room. 

_‘* That little boy wasin his mind the whole 
time. He declared that no one would listen to 
him at the Custom House. He couldu’t geta 
hearing. In My mind-he was—’’ * 

* T object.” interposed Gen. Foster. 
“ They object to you having a mind,” said ex- 

Judge Curtis. “ They don’t want to be alone.” 

The case was then adjourned.

READY FOR A LONG STRIKE, 


THE CARPETMAKERS UNSATISFIED WITH 
THE CONCESSIONS OFFERED, 

The employes in E. 8. Higgins & Co.’s 
carpet factory, in West Forty-third-street, who 
quit work Monday morning, held a meeting yes- 
terday morning to consider the report of the 
committee appointed to confer with the firm. 
There were about 600 persons present, two-thirds 
of whom were women. 

The committee reported thatin conjunction 
with the Executive Board of District Assembly 
No. 126, which includes the carpetmakers of 
New-York, New-Jersey, Connecticut, and Penn- 
sylvania, they had discussed the situation with 
A. D. Higgins, the Superintendent of the factory. 


Mr. Higgins was ready to concede something for 
the suke of settlement. He wofld take back the 
members of the Progressive Carpetmakers’ As- 
sociation discharged afew weeks ago, would 
make no discrimination when it might be neces- 
sary to reduce his force against those 
who had. been active in previeus strikes, 
and, finally, would not enforce the 10 per cent. 
reduction which had been threatened after Feb. 
1. He said, however, that it would be neces- 
sary to secure the indorsement of E. 8. Higgins, 
the head of the firm, to these concessions. After 
consultation with his chief, Mr. A. D. Higgins 
announced that the firm could not engage not to 
enforce the 10 percent. reduction. If the em- 
ployes would submit to the cut, work could be 
resumed atonce. The committee did not feel 
empowered to act for the strikers to that extent, 
and the conference was concluded. 

The report caused considerable discussion. All 
parts of it except that refusing to do away with 
the reduction were considered favorable. The 
matter was finally referred back to the Execu- 
tive Board. As the board left for Philadelphia 
yesterday, a settlement may be delayed some 
days. From 25 to 40 girls who did not agree 
with the decision of the majority left the meet- 
ing and returned to work. The officers 
of the factory claimed that from 50 to 75 girls 
inall had returned, and that there were 300 
hands now at work. The strikers say they are 
prorers’ for astruggle. For three months they 

ave been anticipating one and have laid by 
what they could spare from their wages, They 
are promised assistance by the carpet printers 
of District Assembly No. 64, by the Montauk 
Assembly, and by several other labor organiza- 
tions whom the carpetmakers have assisted 
when they were in trouble. 


A CURIOUS COLLISION. 


TWO ENGINES DEMOLISHED AND SEV- 
ERAL PERSONS SLIG HTLY INJURED. 
Of the various kinds of collisions which 

enliven railroad travel, the side collision, result- 

ing fromthe meeting of two trains which are 
running in very nearly the same direction, is the 
rarest. One of them, which came very nearly 
resulting in a wholesale destruction of life, oc- 
curred at 6 o’clock Monday evening at a point on 
the Eastern division of the Erie Railroad, about 

a quarter of a mile from the western opening of 

the Jersey City Tunnel. Engineer Jeff Romeyn, 


on a freight engine with caboose attached, was 
preparing to cross the three tracks on a cross- 
over switch which passes in a distance of about 
75 yards from the western to the eastern track. 
He did so in obedience to a signal which assured 
him that the tracks were clear, the signal man 
having supposed that the Paterson pareonger 
train, which left the ferry at 5:45 P. M., had 
gone on ahead and was out of the way. 

The two engines came together just where 
the crossover switch met the middle track. The 
crash was terrific, the two engines fighting one 
another for the right of ay after a Titanic 
fashion, that tore rails from their fastenings, and 
left inch deep furrows along the sleepers for a 
dictance of 100 feet. The freight engine had the 
best of the conflict. Engineer Hopper, of the 
passenger train, had put on his brakes. The re- 
sult of this was that the passenger engine was 
reduced to a wreck, and tossed from the track 
by its speedier adversary, while the freight en- 
gine came to astop afew feet further on, dam- 
aged beyond recognition, but still serviceable 
after much repair. 

The caboose attached to the freight engine, 
which contained tive employes of the road, was 
completely destroyed. None of the occupants 
were badly hurt. Engineers Hopper and Romeyn 
were badly shaken up and scalded. Switchman 
Feeney was caught by the falling caboose, but 
— seriously hurt. None of the passengers were 

njured. 


PAINE’S QUEER WAYS. 


NEW WITNESSES FOR THE CLAIMANT 


OF THE MISER’S MONEY. 

When the Paine will case was called be- 
fore Surrogate Rollins yesterday morning ex- 
Gov. Chamberlain, for the claimant, (Wardwell,) 
asked leave to reopen the case for the introduc- 
tion of four new witnesses. They were Mark A. 
Blumenberg, editor of the Musical Courier-Jour- 
nal, of this city, who would testify that Paine 
had told him all his money would go to Ward- 
well; John W. Curtis, of Brooklyn, whose testi- 
mony would beto about the same effect; Will- 


iam C. Anderson, whu remembers that Paine 
told him he had executed a will in favor of 
Wardwell, atthe sametime expressing dislike 
for his own relations, and a Miss Webber, an 
actress, of St. Louis, the nature of whose testi- 
mony had not yet been learned. Surrogate Rol- 
lins ordered that the motion be submitted in the 
form of an affidavit. 

Several witnesses were examined by Judge 
Russell for the Administrator. George W. Mor- 
gan, the organist, recited some of his most vivid 
recollections of Paine, with whom he became ac- 
quainted at Boston in 1854. Morgan caused 
much amusement by his description of a trip he 
made with Paine to Nahant. Paine suggested 
the enjoyment of anumber of expensive luxu- 
ries, for all of which witness had to pay. He 
said that Paine was well dressed and of gentle- 
manly deportment when Morgan first knew him, 
but he degenerated later, becoming filthy in his 
person and habits. On one occasion when Paine 
spent the evening at witness’s house, in East 
Eighty-second-street, he gave Paine 10 cents 
with which to ride home on the cars. Being cu- 
rious to find out where Paine lived, he sent his 
brother-in-law to follow him home. The young 
man returned and reported that Paine had walked 
all the way down town, and he had finally lost 
track of him in an alley off Frankfort-street, 

Additional testimony regarding Paine’s pecul- 
iar habits was supplied by Police Officers Bernard 
O’Brien and D. R. Stanford.

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EXCITEMENT AT A FIRE. 


MANY LIVES ENDANGERED, 
OF THEM LOST. 

A fire broke ont at 11 o’clock yesterday 
morning on the second floor of No. 57 Murray- 
street. Before the engines arrived the fire had 
rushed up the hoisting shaft and reached the 
top of the five-story marble-fronted structure. 
There waswild excitement for a while because 
allescape by the staira had been cut off, and it 
was rumored that 46 boys and girls employed in 
putting up pills for Brent Good on the third, 
fourth, and fifth floors were being burned to 


death. They all escaped, however, by the stair- 
way of No. 55 Warren-street, which they reached 
by ascending to the top ofthe burning building 
and proceeding to the adjoining one. 

A third alarm was sent out, and travel on the 
eleyated railroad curve above the store was 
stopped, as the fire soon became a very fierce 
one, and a “siamese butt,’’? served by engines 
Nos. 32 and 6, had to be placed on the track. 
Water was poured into the front windows from 
this and the water tower, while lines of hose 
carried to buildings in Warren-street deluged 
the rear of the burning structure. The heat was 
80 intense that splinters of the marble front flew 
in every direction, and all the facing above the 
second floor was calcined. 

The fire lasted an hour and damaged the build- 
ing, which is owned by the Hammersley estate, 
to the extent of $8,000 or $9,000. The losses 
to the Mirage are as follows: First floor—The 
Adams & Bishop Company, whose paper mills 
are at Newburg, and the Peter Adams Company, 
whose paper mills are at Hartford, $6,000 by 
water; insured for $25,000, Second floor—Office 
of John Shotwell, builders’ hardware, $400; sam- 
ple room of T. G. Edge, crockery, $1,200. Third, 
tourth, and fifth floor—Brent Good, who makes 
paces medicines and conducts the Writing 

elegraph Company, $40,000 to $42,000; in- 
sured for about $30,000. Mr. Good also lost 
valuable eae Sis in his desk, relating to those 
estates of which he is Executor, and to the 
telegraph system, which he has just introduced 
at Rochester. The origin of the fire was not as- 
certained. It startedin a closet, and it is sur- 
mised that a careless smoker threw a match, 
which ignited the packing stored there.

MORE SMALLPOX CASES. 


THREE NEW SUFFERERS FOUND—SIX 
SANITARY INSPECTORS APPOINTED. 

Three new cases of smallpox were record- 
ed yesterday. One of the patients was at Roose- 
velt Hospital, where he had been under observa- 
tion, as the nature of his ailment was suspected. 
He lived at No. 128 West Twenty-third-street. 
Another man, who lived at a tenement on the 
east side, went to the outdoor department at 
Bellevue Hospital in the first stage of the erup- 
tion. The third case was that of a child, who 
lived at No. 2,209 Second-avenue. All were sent 


to North Brother Island, and proper sanitary 
precautions were taken. 

Frederick Schoenert, who fled from No. 744 
Ninth-avenue, Friday, was found vesterday with 
afamily named Seitz, at No. 521 West Forty-first- 
street.. He had the disease in a mild form, and 
was afraid to gothe smallpox hospital because 
of grotesquely exaggerated stories which had 
been told to him. He was bundled off to the Isl- 
and very unceremoniously, and the other per- 
sons who were exposed to contagion were vacci- 
nated. The child, John Murphy, who was spirited 


away from No. 107 East Eighty-ninth-street, was | 


taken to Anthony Dunn’s, on the King’s Bridge 
road, where he died Monday. His father re- 
ported the case yesterday, and the necessary 
searifying was performed on him and members 
of the Dunn family, and the body was treated 
with corrosive sublimate and put into a hermet- 
ically sealed coffin. 

To aid Dr. James B. Taylor in preventing an 
epidemic of the disease the following Sanitary 
Inspectors were appointed: Dr, G. F. Morris, No. 
34 West Twenth-sixth-street; Dr. A. V. Brailly, 
No. 225 West Fortieth-street; Dr. F. J. Disbrow, 
No. 129 West Twenty-ninth-street; Dr. B. H. 
McCann, No. 460 West Fifty-eighth-street; Dr. 
Dorris Coxe, No. 35 East Sixty-second-street, 
and Dr. O. 8. Benedict, No. 339 West Nineteenth- 
street. Policeman J. E. Miller, of Capt. Will- 
iam’s command, was relieved from duty because 
of exposure to smallpox contagion.

TO GET THE $50,000, 

By the willof Sampson Simson, a chari- 
table Hebrew lawyer of this city, a life interest 
in the sum of $50,000 was left to his nephew. 
It was provided that, on the death of the 
nephew, the money should go to any responsible 


corporation existing at the time whose perma- 
nent fund was established by its charter for the 
urpose of ameliorating the condition of the 
Tawe in Jurusalem ‘“‘ by promoting among them 
education, arts, and sciences, and by teaching 
them mechanical and agricultural vocations.” 

On the death of the nephew the North Amer- 
ican Relief Society, of which Mr. Simson was a 
founder, claimed the $50,000. This claim was 
disputed by some of Mr. Simson’s relatives, and 
John H. Riker, as Executor of Mr. Simson, 
brought a suit in the Supreme Court for a con- 
struction of the will. 

Judge Andrews, in Special Term, yesterday 
rendered a decision in favor of the North Ameri- 
can Relief Society, holding that it answered the 
description of the society Mr. Simson had in 
view when he made his will, and that it could 
carry out his educational purposes among the 
Jews in Palestine, although it was specifically 
chartered only for charitable purposes, because 
by a long series of decisions, reaching back to the 
time of Queen Elizabeth, it had been deter- 
mined that to impart education was to do 
charity.

ALDERMANIO MISUNDERSTANDINGS. 
Alderman Dowling sought notoriety at

MGRATH GETS EIGHT YEARS. 
The room of Part I., Court of General Ses- 
sions, was crowded yesterday when John Mc- 
Grath, convicted of manslaughter in the sec- 
ond degree for the killing of John McKeag- 
ney, was called before Judge Cowing for sen- 


tence. McGrath’s lawyer besought his Honor 
to send the prisoner to the Elmira Reformatory 
onthe ground that MeKeagney’s death had re- 
sulted more from an accident than any murder- 
ous intention. 

The Judge said he thought the conviction and 
sentence of McGrath to prison at hard labor 
would act as asalutary warning to other young 
brawlers of his class who frequented saloons 
and tried to earn the reputation of ‘‘ bruisers.” 
The recommendation to mercy made by the jury, 
however, had weight, and he would, therefore, 
inflict upon McGrath a much lighter penalty 
than his crime deserved. The Judge then sen-

AIDING THE LONGSHOREMEN 


THE STEAMERS’ COAL HAND- 
LERS REFUSE TO WORK. 
FRESH TROUBLE FOR THE TRANSATLAN- 
TIC LINES—GREEN HANDS TRYING TO 

LOAD THE CARGOES. 

The steamship companies, both transat- 
lantic and coastwise, were confronted with an- 
other difficulty yesterday. Steamships of the 
Compagnie Générale Transatlantique, the State, 
Wilson, White Star, and National Lines lay at 
their piers, with coal barges alongside, but not 
an ounce of coal was put on board. The regu- 
lar crews of coal handlers gave notice, when 
ordered to go to work, that they would have 
nothing to do with the coal. Had “scabs” been 
armed with shovels and placedon the barges to 
dothe regular crews’ work the longshoremen 
would have dropped their hooks and struck. 
Under the circumstances the agents thought 
best to keep the longshoremen at work and let 
the coal men rest for a time, 

The coastwise companies are in a much more 
favorable position to defy the coal handlers than 
are the transatlantic lines. They will order the 
Captains to coal at the other end of the route. 
There was a little trouble about getting coal on 
board one of the steamships of the Morgan Line, 
which sailed yesterday for New-Orleans. It 
will not occur again, however, for the Superin- 


tendent said the steamships of the line would 
take coal at New-Orleans hereafter instead of at 
this port. What the agents will do to insure the 
sailing of the regular Saturday transatlantic 
fleet with enough coal to carry the vessels to 
the otber side is a question that none of them 
are eager todiscuss. They want as much cargo 
on board as possible before saying anything 
more than is necessary about the coal. Itis not 
likely, however, that any of the steamships will 
be delayed beyond their appointed sailing date. 

The longshoremen employed by the corepoaraa 
Générale Transatlantique, who struck Monday 
after getting ppg Gea! in readiness to unload 
the steamship La Bourgogne. returned yester- 
day morning and went to work as if nothing 
had happened. The Executive Committee of 
the Ocean Association had decided not to order 
& permanent strike, because the company had 
taken Old Dominion freight when ordered to do 
so by the United States Circuit Court. At the 
pier it was said ee oe moving along 
nicely, except that the coal handlers would not 
touch the coal. Agent De Bebian does not feel 
at all certain, however, that the longshoremen 
will continue at work. Evenif they tinish load- 
ing La Bourgogne, it will be necessary to get the 
coal on board in some way, and to do this with- 
out giving offense to the longshoremen is a deli- 
cate matter. The members of the crew can 
hardly be utilized for the work, neither is there 
any mandamus to furnish the excuse of compul- 
sion. If at the last moment it is rushed aboard 
by green hands, the strike when the next steam- 
ship is to be unloaded may be of longer duration 
than the one that marked the unloading of La 
Bourgogne. 

A detail of 20 policemen from Capt. Gastlin’s 
ge watched the Anchor Line pierall day. 
The only steamship lying at the pier was the 
Alexandria, and a gang of green hands were 
wrestling with her cargo. They had not been 
long enough at the work to acquire even the 
small amount of skill requisite, but managed to 
make some en pom on the contents of the 
vessel. Archibald Carmichael, one of the sailors, 
while helping unload the freight, was struck by 
the boom of the derrick and knocked into the 
hold. His legs were broken. The Devonia is 
due to-day, and when she arrives the new men 
will have a chance to do some hard work as 
longshoremen. The company is receiving more 
applications for work than it needs, so thatit 
will be able to recruit its forces should it lose 
any of the men at present in its employ. 

There were no more assaults on the employes 
of the Old Dominion Steamship Company. The 
longshoremen almost without exception deplore 
the assault, and say it would not have been com- 
mitted had not the longshoreman who threw the 
weight been under the influence of liquor. A 
— deal of freight was handled during the 

ay. The Wyanoke sailed for Norfolk with a 
pone cargo, and the Seneca was being loaded. 

tanother pier the cargo of the Breakwater 
was being discharged. A line of trucks 
stretched from the entrance fo the pier out to 
West-street all the afternoon, but the large 

uantities of freight were handledin a manner 
that showed the men were rapidly acquiring the 
knack of handling heavy bales and boxes. 

The Guion steamship Alaska sailed with a 
heavy cargo. An attempt was made on Monday 
to put some freight aboard, which, 1t was 
claimed by the longshoremen, had been handled 
by the Old Dominion Steamship Campany. The 
longshoremen promptly struck, but returned to 
work yesterday morning. They said the freight 
had not been taken on board when the steam- 
ship sailed, but it was reported on the pier that 
it had. The Guion Line handles very little Old 
Dominion freight, and has not before had any 
trouble with its longshoremen on its account. 

The grain trimmers struck yesterday, claiming 
that non-union men were being employed by 
the Anchor Line. 

The strike of the longshoremen at Prentice’s 
Stores, Brooklyn, extended ——— to Wood- 
rufi’s Stores, where a gang of workmen refused 
to load the ship W. H. Palmer with 100 hogs- 
heads of tobacco taken from an Old Dominion 
vessel. Some new hands were put to work. 

The Aldermen, at their meeting yesterday, re- 
ferred to a committee resolutions, introduced by 
Alderman Flynn at the instance of the Executive 
Committee of the Ocean Association, calling 
upon the Dock Commissioners for information 
as to the right of the Old Dominion and Morgan 
Steamship be gp to incumber dock prop- 
erty and to hold “acres of bulkhead” on the 
North River. 

Three hundred longshoremen employed on the 
Commercial and Clinton Wharves, Brooklyn, and 
250 at Dow's Stores, at the foot of Pacific-street, 
struck last night because their employers had 
sent loaded grain elevators to Prentice’s Stores, 
which are now under a boycott for dealing with 
the Old Dominion Steamship Company. Themen 
quit work and held a meeting ata resort in 
Columbia-street. They created no trouble. New 
men, among them 200 Italians, have been en- 
gaged to take the strikers’ places this morning, 
@nd arrangements have been made to give them 
adequate police protection. 

The reason why the longshoremen employed 
by the North German Lloyd and Hamburg Lines 
do not strike is that both companies have con- 
tracts with the men to pay them atthe rate of 
$15 a week, whether they work all the week 
through ornot. Every man of the North Ger- 
man Lloyd contributes a small amount weekly 
toward a sick and invalid pension fund, and the 
company contributes alike amount. In case of 
sickness the patient is sent to the German Hos- 
nital and is also allowed a stipend, and should 
Ee become disabled he is retired on a pension, 
The Hamburg Line has a sick benefit fund.

THE TEMPERANCE. REGIMENT] ONE MORE JUROR WANTED 


MR. BEECHER TALKING TO ITS MEMBERS 
AND ITS FRIENDS, 

There were enough people in the Acad- 
emy of Music iast night to populate a village of 
no small dimensions. They had come to attend 
a public meeting in aid of the First Regiment of 
New-York, “‘ independent of the State, self-sup- 
porting, temperance,” and to listen to the Rev. 
Henry Ward Beecher. When the Plymouth 
Church Pastor made his appearance, how- 
ever, the people forced him to listen to 
them. They applauded vigorously and per- 
sistently. The Rev. Dr. Funk, editor 


of the Voice, presided, and said thatalthough this 
regiment was non-liquor in time of peace, in 
time of war it was “licker.” [Laughter.] After 
letters of regret had been read from the Kev. Dr. 
MacArthur, Goy. Hill, Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan, Gen. 
Schofield, ex-Gov. Abbett, of New-Jersey, ex- 
Judge Nuah Davis, George W. Childs, F. D. Grant, 
the Rev. Dr. Howard Crosby, the Rev. Dr. John 
Hall, Cornelius Vanderbilt, James G. Blaine, Jr., 
aud Mayor Hewitt, the Rev. J. B. Thompson, 
Chaplain of the regiment, arose. 

J should like to pause for a minute,” he said, 
“and hear some one say he would give $100 as 
the first donation to the regiment. Is theresuch 
aman here?’ : 

There evidently was not. 

“Well,” continued the Chaplain, “we don’t 
propose tailing in this. Is there any one here 
who will give $50? That. will pay for four uni- 
forms.” 

There was not. 

“Well, I know we are striking high. Will any 
one give $25 ?”’ 

Mr. Thompson again paused with equally un- 
successful results, 

“Well,” he went on, “the American people are 
exceedingly modest. Lappreciate your modesty.” 

Later on the proprietor of the Dairy Kitchen 
sent $100. After a somewhat varied programme 
and some music by the band, which caused the 
leader to grow red in the face, the Rev. Henry 
Ward Beecher was called upon. 

**T have attended many meetings in this beau- 
tiful room,” he said, ‘many more electric than 
this, but none more fundamentally important.” 

“Speak louder,” shouted a big voice. 

“Who?” said Mr. Beecher, so defiantly that 
the audience roared with laughter, Then he 
went on, “I think it’s a rather singular thin 
that members of this regiment should be sake 
to become total abstainers for one year. One 
year will hardly get them drilled. One year and 
they will hardly have learned the a 
b ce of military discipline. I think that 
they should have taken this engagement 
upon themselves—that as long as_ they 
belonged to this regiment they should 
abstain from all intoxicating drinks, and then if 
&@ man was so thirsty that he couldn’t stand it 
any longer we’d let him out on condition that 
ne should bring a substitute. It may be without 
precedent that this regimentis formed on the 
condition of not drinking. The keel of no 
regiment ever was laid in this world on such a 
condition. But everything. except politics will 
be safer and more reliable without drink. In 
politics a man must drink to be popular.” 

Mr. Beecher spoke of the enormous standing 
armies that Europe was obliged to keep. In 
America there were hardly 15,000 soldiers to 
60,000,000 people. Why? asked Mr. Beecher. 
Because there was a better citizenship, more 
education among the common people in this 
country. ‘Still,’ he said, ‘‘a paternal Govern- 
ment is beginning now to be almost openly ad- 
vocated. Foreign ideas are creeping in. Men 
are calling upon. the Government to do 
everything. That’s European. The American 
idea is the individual liberty of every 
mag, and the business of Government is tu stand 
with arm of power, and so to do that the indi- 
vidual citizen’s rights shall not be infringed. 
Government isn’t a good business concern. 
It isn’t fit to manufacture. It is only fit to 
defend the opportunities of citizens. We are 
not to suppose that we shall never need forces. 
Shall we have a standing army or a citizens’ 
army? I hold that our citizen soldiers are the 
best. They are intelligent men, commanded by 
intelligent men, and pervaded with the citizen 
feeling.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Beecher advised all young 
men tojoin a temperance regiment, where they 
would Kave the advantages of the best military 
or and would be removed from tempta- 

on. 


THE OITY’S UNIVERSITY. 


THE ALUMNI EATING THEIR FIRST PUB- 
LIC DINNER SINCE 1852. 


A goodly company of 175 graduates of 
the University of the City of New-York gathered 
at Delmonico’s last night for the first Alumni 
dinner since 1852. From the white-bearded 
Theodore Tomlinson, whose diploma dates back 
to 1836, to the downy youths who can yet con- 
jugate a Greek verb, everyone went to the din- 
ner in thorough sympathy with the purpose to 


make it so enjoyable as to insure its annual re- 
currence.

Judge Van Brunt opened the speaking with 
an apology for his incapacity as an after-dinner 
orator, and then made a speech which 
from the start warmed the already good- 
humored diners to a pitch of rare enthusi- 
asm. He had noticed often that the university 
was discussed’as though it had hardly a right to 
exist, and there might be men who were 
disposed to apologize for being graduates of 
ot the university. Yet the University of 
the City of New-York had done as 
rauch for the world as all the other colleges of 
the country put together. Within the univer- 
sity walls the electric telegraph was born and 
nurtured in its infancy and brought to maturity. 
There also the first public exhibition of this 
invention was given. Ifthe university had no 
other claim to supreme distinction this inven- 
tion would be sufiicient. The first picture of 
animate life by the rays of the sun was taken in 
the laboratory of the university by Prof. Draper. 
And the graduates of the university compared 
favorably with those of any college in the land. 

William Allen Butler responded -to the toast 
“Alma Mater.” The university, he said, was 
young compared with the 1,000 years of Ox- 
ford, the 500 years of Heidelberg, or even the 
100 years of Columbia. A great future awaited 
‘the university, because of the nature of its 
constituency. In the course of the city’s 
growth the university must attract 
students beyond the age of those who 
ordinarily seek such instruction elsewhere. 
There had been perilous times in the past. Dr. 
Crosby had more than once sat up at night with 
the university. Dr. Hall had dosed her with the 
strongest kind of Calvinism, which in this case 
was almost as good as galvanism. But now he 
believed the crisis was over. The university was 
bound now upon a career of ever-increasing 
prosperity. 

The Rev. Dr. Roderick Terry spoke for the 
council. He was followed by the Rev. Dr. John 
Hall, Chancellor of the university, who respond- 
ed to the toast to the Chancellor. In speaking 
of the affairs of his charge and of its possibilities 
he made a plea for aid to be dispensed by the 
hands of well wishers while living. They might 
then have the satisfaction of seeing how the 
money was spent. In no way so well could 4 
stimulus be given to the great work in 
store for the university for the poor but ambi- 
tious and deserving youth of this city. Prof. 
Baird spoke to the toast to the “‘ Department of 
Arts and Sciences;” Dr. Charles Inslee Pardee 
responded for the “Department of Medicine;” 
Aaron J. Vanderpoel and John E, Parsons for 
the ** Law Department;” the Rey. Dr. Howard 
Crosby for the ‘Clergy of the Alumni,” and 
Prof. Doremus and Chauncey M. Depew for 
“Our Guests.”

UNDUOING MONDAY'S WORK IN 
THE ONEIL TRIAL. 

THE FOREMAN’S PLACE TWICE REFILLED 
—FIVE OF THE OTHER SEATS VA- 
CATED AND ONETOBE FILLED TO-DAY. 

Eleven jurors sat in the box in the Court 
of Oyer and Terminer at the close of yesterday’s 
proceedings in the trial of John O'Neil, of the 
boodle Board of Aldermea. The process of 
leaving the jury worse off numerically by one 
than it was Monday occupied all day and ex- 
hausted two panels, or 125 men. Each side is 
entitled to 20 peremptory challenges. District 
Attorney Martine reduced his number by one- 
third during yesterday’s proceedings, the de- 
fense challenging no one. 

Judge Barrett objects to an overcrowded court 
room. Consequently a guard in the outer hall 
denied admittance to more people than he let in, 
and at both sessions of the court there was 
elbow room for everybody. The opening pro- 
ceedings were slightly delayed by the tardy ar- 
rival of a juror and of Mr. Martine, at whom 
Judge Barrett looked with an expression of sor- 
row. Court having opened, matters ° moved 
along briskly. Lawrence E. Blake, the first man 
put in the box Monday, was the first to fall 
under a challenge from the District Attorney. 
It was no easy task to fill his place, those who 
were called having gone through various mental 


processes which disqualified them from serving 
as impartial jurors, until Frederick W. Shaw, a 
painter, living at No. 122 West Sixty-seventh- 
street, seemed to answer all requirements. 

Then the District Attorney challenged Thomas 
Kelly, a liquor dealer, who took his seat in the 
jury box as the fifth juror Monday. After an 
experience similar to that undergone in supply- 
ing the foreman, George J. MeGourkey, Cashier 
of the Metropolitan National Bank, went into 
the vacant chair. Albert Herder, furniture 
dealer, who had been accepted as No. 8, next 
came under the District Attorney’s critical re- 
view. It took more than an hour to tind some 
one who had no fatal bias. During this 
time the special panel of 75 was exhausted and 
the extra pavel had to be drawn upon. Ernest 
Weinman, jobber in dry goods, living at No. 226 
East Sixty-eighth-street; became a juror in Mr. 
Heréer’s place. It was 1 o’clock and the box 
was full. Judge Barrett ordered a recess for an 
hour, expressing the hope that every one would 
be on hand promptly at 2 o’clock—including the 
prosecution, at which the District Attorney 
emitted a “ Ha, ha.” 

In the afternoon the prosecution proceeded to 
give the jury box another —s James J. 
Haggerty, juror No. 12, a liquor dealer, was first 
excused. Charles Falkenberg, a shirtmaker, at 
No. 60 White-street, became Mr. Haggerty’s 
successor. 

*“ Are you now content?” asked Mr. Mitchell 
of the District Attorney, who thereupon put his 
head close to the heads of Mr. Nicoll and Col. 
Fellows, and when they had whispered quite 
earnestly, Mr. Shaw found his reign as foreman 
abruptly terminated. James W. Harris, dealer 
in brass and wire, at No. 173 Grand-street, be- 
came, after many had been te the suc 
cessor to the foreman’s seat. Then Theophilus 
M. Mare, broker, occupant of chair No. 7, was 
allowed to go home. In the effort to replace him 
the second panel of jurors gave out.

The Kings County Republican General 
Committee met last eveningin the Everett As- 
sembly Rooms on Fulton-street, Brooklyn, to re- 
ceive and act upon the report of a committee 
appointed to revise the by-laws. On account of 
the usual opposition of Samuel Maddox, of the 
Fourteenth Ward, the new set of by-laws were 
merely read, the changes noted and explained, 


and their consideration made a special order for 
the February meeting of the General Committee. 

The by-laws are considerably reduced in nut- 
ber, and contain a few very radical changes. 
Article XIII. is really the only new section in 
the lot. It reads as follows: 


“The President, upon the recommendation of the 
Chairman of the delegations and Presidents of as- 
sociations, shall appoint district Captains in each 
election district, who shall keep aroll of all voters 
in the same, designating such as are Republicans; 
secure a full registration and see that all vote; send 
a copy of the registry on each day after it is made to 
the executive member; exercise due diligence to 
prevent illegal voting; take charge of the ballots; 
select workers at the polls, and generally take such

measures as shall ge mga Republican success. ¢

mittee for cause.” 


This did not seem to meet with hearty appro- 
bation, as it savored much of machine methads, 
Argument on the subject was not permitted, 

Another one in the by-laws occurs in Arti- 
ele II., by which Presidents of ward and town 
associations are made ex officio members of the 
General Committee uponthe payment of dues. 
This the revisers thought would add 30 har- 
working members to the committee wha would 
be acquainted with the needs of the ward asso- 
ciations. 

More opposition was aroused by a few lirras jn 
Article XII., providing for a uniform r,eeting 
night for all ward associations—the t”)ird Tues- 
day in each month—than by any o*'p,er section 
proposed by the revisers. Many ward associa- 
tions find it ditiicult to obtain Meeting places on 
any night.
